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SHALL FOREIGN-HELD PROPRIETARY 
PATENTS BE ANNULLED BY THE 
GOVERMENT? 





A question of national policy, and of something 
more than this, is involved in the proposition in the 
Pomerene bill now before the United States which 
contemplates government control of the manufac- 
ture of certain proprietaries and patented pharma- 
ceutical and medicinal chemicals, the patents for 
which are owned by citizens of nations with which 
we are now involved in war. 


The demand for the government control or manu- 
facture of these products has come from medical 
societies, physicians, and from the medical officers 
of the Army and Navy of the United States, and 
is based on the fact that the prices now demanded 
for these supplies have reached a level beyond the 
means of the ordinary user, and greatly in excess 
of the ante-bellum quotations. The fact is admit- 
ted that the cutting off of imports of these ma- 
terials has had its natural effect upon the prices 
demanded, and has led to the uncrupulous produc- 
tion by irresponsible dealers and handlers of sub- 
stitutes which have been shown to have been either 
without medicinal or curative value or even poison- 
ous. 


The fact that the preparations involved are al- 
most if not quite indispensable in the treatment of 
certain types of disease renders it imperative that a 
supply should be assured, and the petitioners—at 
least those of the medical profession—are profess- 
edly acting in behalf of the public in their advocacy 
of government action. 

In the debate before the Senate, an abstract of 
which appears elsewhere in this issue of the Re- 
porter, a general sentiment was expressed in favor 
of similar action by the United States Government 
to that taken by Great Britain under the War Trade 
Act, under which certain laboratories and plants 
engaged in manufacturing under German patents 
were taken over for the period of war, the avowed 
intention of the British Government being to reim- 
burse the owners of the property and the patents 
when the time for final readjustment shall come. 


There is, however, one distinctive feature of the 
situation in regard to the manufacture and distribu- 
tion of these preparations in this country, which was 
lacking in the British contratemps. The American 
agents for several of these products have already be- 
gun their manufacture here, and have volunteered 
not only to supply the government with their prod- 
ucts at cost, but also should the Federal officials 
so decide, to turn over thése factories and labora- 
tories to the government for Federal operation. 


If such offers have been made in good faith, and 
this moiety of protection against exorbitant prices is 
accorded the medical profession and the national de- 
partments, it at once becomes a question of policy 
—and of business honesty—as to whether such a 
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radical step as the annulment of the basic patents 
and the seizure of processes is demanded. 

Such a step would meet the approval of every 
manufacturer who desired to profit by the use of 
processes not available to him under normal condi- 
tions, but it is to be presumed that such an outcome 
was not and is not contemplated either by the sena- 
tor from Ohio, Mr. Pomerene, or by the medical 
practitioners who are naturally seeking relief from 
a distressing condition.

THE MAJOR LESSON OF WAR-TIME 
CONDITIONS IN THE PETROLEUM 
MARKET. 


— 

The engrossing problem in the petroleum market 
at the present time is that of production, because 
of the enormous increase, not alone of domestic, but 
of foreign consumption. Not alone has there been 
a decline in the amount of crude petroleum drawn 
from the wells of the older fields, but this decline 
is of such a character that it is feared by the older 
producers, and by the experts of the government as 
well, that the present yearly outgo appreciates the 
apex of production and that declines from the grand 
total are to be feared. 

When it is taken into consideration that the pro- 
duction all told of crude petroleum in this country 
in 1916 amounted to approximately 295,000,000 
barrels, and that the amount of oil held in storage 
during the year dwindled from 170,000,000 bar- 
rels in January, 1916, to approximately 150,000,- 
000 barrels at the close of the year, the inference 
is obvious that unless this storage decline is checked 
it is only a matter of a few years before the stocks 
shall have vanished. 

Van H. Manning, director of the Bureau of 
Mines, frankly stated in Washington only last week 
that the production of crude petroleum last year is 
thought to have reached the high-water mark, and 
that the production in 1917 will be smaller. 

The complicating feature of this situation is not 
alone the enormous development of the automobile 
industry—an increase of more than 100 per cent 
of gasoline horsepower in this country alone in the 
last two years—but the persistent increasing demand 
on the part of the Allies for more and more fuel and 
motor distillates. Director Manning emphasizes the 
automobile feature of the situation in no uncertain 
manner when he declares 

“The apparently unsolvable puzzle is that 
while we have been increasing our production 
of gasoline, the production of automobiles has 
increased 200 per cent above the increase in 
gasoline production. These are the facts; 
where is it going to end?” 


Under normal conditions between 55 and 60 per 
cent of the gasoline produced in this country is used 
in automobiles; 20 to 25 per cent exported; the 
balance is used in motors, tractors, marine engines, 
etc. Since the war began the exports of gasoline 
and light naphthas have increased at an amazing 
pace, as the most recent export statistics will indi- 
cate. In the month of March, 1917, 12,893,190 
gallons of gasoline were shipped abroad, the greater 
part to the Allies, as compared with 9,787,937 gal- 
lons in March, 1916, and this, despite the estab- 
lishment of a U-boat embargo and the sinking of 
every petroleum carrier that could be brought under 
the guns of the German submersibles. 

The figures for the nine months’ export periods 
for the years 1915, 1916 and 1917 are equally 
elucidating. The exports of gasoline for the nine 


months ending March 31, 1917, were 156,553,137 


gallons, while the total exports of naphthas and the - 


light distillates, including gasoline, for the period 
totaled 290,372,215 gallons. For the nine months 
of 1916 the gasoline exports totaled but 60,41 3,- 
496 gallons, and the total for all distillates ag- 
gregated 209,233,929 gallons. In 1915 for the 
nine months the total gasoline exports were 126,- 
844,498 gallons, the total with other distillates 
amounting to 173,295,180 gallons. 

The total gasoline exported for the same nine 
months’ period in 1914, before the war, totaled but 
99,886,722 gallons! 


During the same war years the total nine months’ 
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exports of mineral oils of all descriptions have in- 
creased from 1|,586,629,373 galfons in 1915, and 
1,831,405,873 gallons in 1916, to 2,069,880,269 
gallons in 1917. 

Even in time of peace the increasing demand 
for gasoline because of motor employment is at a 
ratio far in excess of its production, despite the per- 
fection of cracking processes and the spread of the 
casinghead gasoline plant into every field of the 
country, but when to this is added the demand from 
abroad as shown in the figures just quoted, the need 
of conservation, elimination of all possible waste, 
and substitution of other fuels is doubly emphasized. 

The government has taken steps within the past 
week to conserve our fuel oil supply by warning con- 
sumers to use coal wherever possible, on the ground 
that there is plenty of such fuel and that its high 
cost at present is due to transportation conditions 
which can be remedied and not to production con- 
ditions. 

It is true that the possibilities of the cracking sys- 
tems have not been exhausted, and it is also true that 
while 71% per cent of the total gasoline production 
of the country last year was through these systems, 
this percentage does not begin to appreciate the totals 
possible from these sources. 

Casinghead gasoline processes last year produced 
millions of gallons of motor fuel which could be 
mixed with equal parts of naphtha and perform all 
the duties demanded of it. 

Substitutes for gasoline are being rigorously tested 
and investigated, and the kerosene carburetor may 
yet solve the problem of economic utilization of the 
heavier distillates of crude petroleum. 

But, even though these economies in the aggregate 
may effect an enormous saving and the extension of 
the life of the petroleum resources of the nation for 
decades to come, the fact remains that this is no 
time for false optimism, for the belief that new 
fields of unprecedented petroleum content will be 
found. They may be exploited in Wyoming, in 
Cuba, in New Mexico, in Alaska—who can say— 
but the facts of the case point now to these potent 
truths: 

The older high gasoline content crudes are 
dwindling rapidly. : 

It takes much more crude of the more plentiful 
types to produce a gallon of gasoline than of these 
older oils. 

The world demand is increasing at a pace little 
realized while the domestic consumption is extending 
at a ratio so far above normal as to be almost un- 
believable. 

It is time to make petroleum conservation a fact 
and not a fad of the few. 





PEANUT, COCONUT AND SOYA BEAN 
OILS HAVE COME TO THEIR OWN 
SINCE WAR BEGAN. 





The most conclusive evidence of the change in 
the vegetable oil markets in this country since the 
outbreak of hostilities in Europe has been the ac- 
tion of the Interstate Cottonseed Crushers’ Asso- 
ciation, and of the Texas Cottonseed Crushers’ As- 
sociation in so changing their trading rules and gen- 
eral scheme of organization as to include in full 
parity with cottonseed, the crushers of soya beans 
and peanuts and the recognition in full brotherhood 
in the edible oil family of soya, peanut and coconut 
oil. The use of such oils for edible purposes is 
by no means new; their recognition as factors not 
to be gainsaid in the vegetable oil industry of the 
country is new. The Texas crushers acted only last 
week. 

It is generally believed that the leadership of these 
two great associations of mill men will be followed 
at the forthcoming conventions of the crushers and 
mill operators in the other great cottonseed sections 
of the South. 

Prior to the European war the largest amounts 
of the three oils under consideration came from Eng- 
land, Belgium, Germany and the East Indies. Soya 
bean oil and Darien are inseparably associated in 
the minds of American consumers, while coconut oil 
and the sunny isles of the Southern Seas—the Philip- 
pines and Samoa and Java—have been almost, if 
not quite synonymous. ‘Then came the war, the em- 
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bargoes by Great Britain on exports because of 
glycerine shortage, the scarcity of bottoms and the 


exceedingly high freights. 


The natural result was the immediate develop- 
ment of the crushing industry in this country along 
new lines—the demand for cottonseed oil was such 
that some substitutes were absolutely essential, first 
in the arts and trades, and then as a wholesome ad- 
dition to the edible products of the country. 

‘The extent of this development cannot be stated 
in figures—but the statistics of imports, particularly 
of the soya beans and of copra, from which coconut 
oil is crushed, tell a most interesting story. 

The imports of soya beans into this country dur- 
ing the nine months ending March 31, 
prior to the outbreak of hostilities—were 14,731,- 
For the same period in 1915 the totals 
In 1916 the aggregate 
was nearly three times that of the previous period— 
For the nine months ending in 
March of this year the total was almost four times 
as much as a year ago, 126,959,162 pounds. In 
other words, since the beginning of the war the im- 
ports have increased approximately 900 per cent.

Most Efficient Methods. 


The fact we must face is that the pro- 
duction of petroleum is not increasing 
as rapidly as tne production and con- 
sumption of gasoline. The petroleum in 
time will reach its maximum produetion 
and start to decline. What we are doing 
now is looking to more efficient methods 
of production from the oil sands, the 
production of more gasoline by the so- 
called cracking process, the extraction of 
vapors from natural gas, and the utiliza- 
tion of liquid fuels from other than pe- 
troleum bases. 

More efficient methods of production 
are now being developed, such as the 
Smith-Dunn process for forcing oil from 
the sand by the use of air or gas under 
pressure. 

The cracking of petroleum last year 
furnished 74% per cent. of the total gaso- 
line production, and can be amd is being 
developed and installed rapidly in most 
of the larger fields of the United States. 
Its possibilities are enormous, 

The treatment of natural gas by com- 
pression, refrigeration and absorption 
produced 60,000,000 gallons of gasoline of 
such low-boiling point that it was mixed 
with equal parts of maphtha to form 
120,000,000 gallons of good motor fuel. The 
compression and refrigeration process of 
extracting gasoline from natural gas, 
when first used, treated only gases con- 
taining three gallons or more of con- 
densable vapors, but at the present time 
the development of the process and the 
increased price of the product make gas 
carrying one gallon profitable. The ex- 
traction of gasoline from gases contain- 
ing less than one gallon and as small a 
quantity as one pint per 1,000 cubic feet 
is now being profitably carried on by the 
absorption process, which is well adapted 
to treating lean gases in large volumes. 
Anotuer source of petroleum which will 
undoubtedly be developed in time is the 
shales containing considerable quantities 
of vil, but which, at present prices of 
crude oil, cannot be extracted com- 
mercially. 

Substitutes for gasoline, such as the 
products of the distillation of coal, are 
being used at present in Europe for 
motor fuels, and may in time be used 
for that purpose in this country, as many 
by-product coke ovens are now being 
constructed 

in the periods of readjustment and in 
the development of latent resources, I 
am hopeful that the Bureau of Mines 
will play an important part. At present, 
besides endeavoring to meet the prob- 
lems of today, the bureau is looking 
ahead end preparing to aid in solving 
the problems of tomorrow by investigat- 
ing the possibilities of increasing the 
present production, :

Irvine Cross, of Baugh company counsel, 
as “one of the best corporation men in 
the country.” Mr. Huntington showed 
by computations that from January 1 to 
May 1, i915, the Baugh Company re- 
ceived 16,319 tons of acid, against_its con- 
tract commitments of 16,668. He also 
pointed out the commitments—meaning 
the amount coming to the Baugh Com- 
pany under its contract—of the other old 
customers as compared with the deliv- 
eries they received during the same 
period. The total of the commitments 
during the period. was 68,978 tons, as 
against total of deliveries amounting to 
60,753 cons He then showed where the 
Baugh coiunpany had received 98 per cent. 
of its commitments, as compared with 
an average of 97 per cent. of commitments 
the other old customers received, Dur- 
ing this period ic was alleged that there 
were 182 tons in “spot sales.” 

The figures given by Mr. Huntington 
brought out frequent objections by the 
plaintiff's counsel. Attorney Cross brand- 
ed them as “juggling’’ and as ‘‘dishon- 
est.”’ \rtorney Lee S. Meyer, also for 
the Baugh company, contended that the 
suit was on a contract for failure to de- 
liver under contract certain quantities of 
acid ut regular weekly intervals, in regu- 
lar allotments, and that the defendant's 
action in trying to fill the heads of the 
jurors with a muddle of figures that had 
no bearing on the case was objectionable. 
Mr. Meyer averred that the pro rata de- 
liveries to the customers, as shown by the 
charts and by Mr. Huntington, had no 
bearing ou the actual merits of the case, 
and gave the Davison company no ex- 
cuse for any failure to make deliveries 
by the wording of the contract He also 
maintained that it was taking advantage 
of the plaintiff's side by offering a mass 
of figures and computations which it had 
no chance*either to acquire or verify.

DRASTIC PURE FOOD LAW. 


Panama to Enforce Rigidly Measure 
Penalizing Imitations and Adul- 


terated Products. 
Washington, June 1, 1917. 

A pure-food Jaw with drastic provisions 
was enacted in Panama on March 5, 1917, 
effective three months 
from the day of its approval. The law 
prohibits in general terms the sale of 
adulterated food products as also of im- 
pure foods, liquors, beverages and drugs, 
imitations of such products, and those 
bearing a false or misleading label. The 
sale is also prohibited of products that 
lave deteriorated or are colored with 
sulphate of copper or other injurious min- 
eral substances. Adulterated products are 
detined to include every product contain- 
ing substances foreign to its natural 
component substances. Imitation prod- 
ucts are those not manufactured from the 
usuai natural substances or containing a 
mixture of natural and synthetic prod- 
ucts or imitating some different product. 

It is further required that all cans or 
boxes containing tood products shall bear 
lubels showing clearly the name of the 
manufacturer and the place of manufac- 
ture. Whe prohibition against the sale of 
articles under a false or misleading desig- 
nation applies to the use of any name or 
uidicution suggesting a nature or origin 
other than the real one, or bearing the 
name or label of another manufacturer. 
When products contain a mixture of sub- 
stances, the word ‘“‘mezcla’’ should ap- 
pear conspicuously on the label, and, 
similarly, imitation products should be 
plainly marked “imitacion.”* 

The penalties for violation of the law 
are very severe. Any one of several 
ramed officials may be designated to at- 
tend to the enforcement of the law in 
euch municipality, and he is authorized 
to impose a fine of from $10 to $500 and 
iniprisonment for 29 days, according to 
the nature of the offense, In addition 
tu the other penalties injurious products 
ve to be confiscated and destroyed. 
Those hearing deceptive or fraudulent 
labels or containing harmless admixtures 
not indicated on the label are not subject 
to confiscation, but each day they are of- 
fered for sale or exposed is to be consid- 
ered a new and distinct offense. An added 
incentive to strict enforcement is the pro- 
vision allowing to informers one-half of 
the fines collected. Other amounts col- 
lected as fines are to be turned over to 
the respective municipalities for use in 
the establishment and maintenance of tne 
necessary laboratories. The vendor is 
to be neld directly responsible for all 
violations of the law, even if the goods 
are of fureign origin, but where the ar- 
ticles have been purchased in good faith 
trom a manufacturer, agent, or importer 
recourse may ve had against him in the 
courts for any loss sustained. 

Of importance to manufacturers of spe- 
cial or patented products is the require- 
ment that before any food product or 
teverage which is unknown in Panama 
nay be imported, a certificate of analysis 
must be secured from a recognized chem- 
ist certifying that it is not injurious to 
health.

This is being 
conducted through the Bureau of Chem- 
istry, and its citrus by-products labora- 
tory at 142 South Anderson street, Los 
Angeles, Cal., is headquarters. 

As regards production this laboratory 
is dving business with firms, principally 
in California, who cam supply citric acid, 
citrate of lime, essential oils, candied and 
dried citrus peel, flavoring products and 
vinegar. 

A call has gone forth for firms who buy 
by-products requesting that their neeas 
and addresses be iisted with the labora- 
tory. ‘The addresses of all prospective 
purchasers will be communicated to the 
producers and offers from the producers 
will be supplied to those listed as pur- 
chasers,

for this service. The Department of Ag- 
riculture makes it clear that it does noc 
guarantee the purity or quality of the 


product in any respect or the financial

SUBSTITUTE CONTAINERS TO RELEASE TIN 
CANS FOR PACKING PERISHABLE PRODUCTS 


The Department of Commerce in co- 
operation with the Department of Agri- 
culture has long been earnestly striving 
to increase the output of tin cans for 
tood containers. To this end it has en- 
Geavored to increase the supply of tin, to 
secure the continuous movement of the 
materials entering into tin cans from the 
place of production to the place of use, 
and to facilitate the supply and move- 
ment of machinery for producing cans. 
The department desires in every prac- 
ticable way to promote the present and 
permanent prosperity of the tin-can in- 


dustry. There is no possible doubt of the 
steady and growing demand for its 
products. 


Tin plate is 98 per cent. steel and 2 per 
cent. tin. Steel is the backbone of war, 
and the mills have not been able to keep 
all their customers fully supplied at all 
times. Moreover, abnormal freight de- 
mands have made prompt deliveries un- 
certain. There have also heen decreased 
imports of pig tin, due to decreased pro- 
duction and reduced shipping facilities. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that the 
tin-plate makers can not provide the can 
manufacturers with sufficient plate to en- 
able them to meet the increase in the de- 
mand tor cans, which is 25 to 40 per cent. 
greater than it was last year. 

It is, therefore, imperative that the 
available supply of cans be utilized, in 
so far as possible, for packing products 
that can‘be preserved only in tin, and 
that substitutes be used for other prod- 
ucts wherever practicable. Such con- 
tainers should be cheaper than tin, so 
that the ultimate benefit from lower costs 
may offset the initial expense of the sub- 
stitution. 


Cost of Fiber Containers. 


The price of glass has steadily risen 
and has reached a point at which any 
large extension of its use for food con- 
tainers is impracticable. At present fiber 
or paper containers of good quality are 
being produced in considerable and in- 
creasing quantities, amd for many pur- 
poses are supplanting glass and tin plate. 
The price of the fiber containers depends 
upon the size, the quality of the paper- 
pulp material, the number of treatments 
with paraffin, and the amount of printed 
matter on the outside. The commoner 
types may be obtained at 1%c. to 1%c. 
for the half pint size, 1.25@1.6 for the 
pint size, and 1.5@1.65 cents for the 
quart size. Fiber containers are made in 
various sizes and shapes adapted to vari- 
ous purposes and may or may not be 
coated with paraffin, which is chemically 
inert and sometimes baked into the paper 
materiai. Some of these containers are 
claimed to be air-tight, proof against 
leakage, and protected from contamina- 
tion by the paraffin, are light in weight,

It is claimed that dry food products, 
such as coffee, tea, alum, baking powder, 
spices, raisins and prunes, may be suc- 
cessfully packed by producers and manu- 
facturers in paper or fiber containers. 
For some of those products, bags lined 
with tinfoil have been in successful use 
for 10 years or more, and they form an 


easily 


attractive package that is said to be 
moisture proof, 
Other commodities usually packed in 


tim could be marketed as well in paper or 
fiber, with the advantage of lower cost. 
Among these, tobacco occupies a con- 
spicuous position, and other articles are 
lye, cleansers, soap powders, shoe pol- 
ishes, metal polishes, soaps and shav- 
ing preparations, toilet articles, such as 
talcum powder, and various dry druge 
and chemicals. 

For packers of dry products who are 
opposed to the adoption of fiber contain- 
ers because of the good will built up 
upon the style and shape of a tin con- 
tainer, fiber containers having a tim top 
and bottom are available. These con- 
tainers, when labeled, have the appear- 
ance of all-tin cans, and are almost as 
serviceable. 

Purchasers of large quantities of food- 
stuffs, such as hotels, restaurants and 
boarding houses, can also contribute di- 
rectly to the tin-saving campaign by buy- 
ing supplies in large cans instead of 
small ones. In addition to aiding in tin 
conservation, they wiil thus get the sup- 
plies at a lower rate. 


Tests of Substitute Containers. 


Certain types of these containers are 
now being tested to determine to what 
extent the claims of their manufacturers 
as to their general qualities can be sub- 
stantiated. Manufacturers of substitute 
containers who wish their products 
tested should send samples to the Bureau 
of Standards, Department of Commerce, 
with full information regarding com- 
modities for which the containers are 
specially designed, prices, and ability to 
contract for early deliveries. Names and 
addresses of firms prepared to supply 
fiber and other containers may be ob- 
tained from the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce or its district or co- 
operative offices. Co-operation is re- 
quired between the government depart- 
ments, the manufacturers of tin plate 
and of substitute containers, the packers 
of foodstuffs and of other articles com- 
monly put up in tin, amd the Yeneral

MEDICINES ADVOCATED BY DRUG BODIES 





Representatives of National 


Associations Appear Before 


Senate Committee Against Proposed Stamp Tax—Com- 
mittee Has Decided There Must Be Some Form of Tax. 


Washington, D. C., June 2, 1917. 


Representatives of drug interests 
yesterday appealed to Senator Sim- 
mons, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Finance, to substitute the 
Canadian stamp tax system for the 
2% per cent. Spanish war tax on 
proprietary medicines as now being 
considered in the committee. 


William L.~Crounse, on behalf of 
the National Wholesale Druggists As- 
sociation and the Manufacturing Per- 
fumers’ Association advocated the 
adoption of the tax by which the rev- 
enue stamp is attached at the time 
of the sale of the article by the re- 
tailer. The Canadian tax is 4 per cent., 
so that every 25 cents or less in value 
calls for a i1-cent stamp. This, he 
said, would spread the tax over mil- 
lions of people, instead of being upon 
a few thousand retailers or a few hun- 
dred wholesalers and manufacturers. 
Another advantage to the government 
would be the fact that the tax is 4 
instead of the 2% per cent. Spanish 
war tax, and the revenue would ap- 
proximate $8,000,000 instead of $5,000,000. 

“The Canadian plan has worked ex- 
tremely well,’ said Mr. Crouse, “as I 
have observed during my summers in 
Sanada, and I am sure it will work 
well here.” 


N. A. R. D. Opposed. 


Eugenes C. Brockmeyer, representing 
the National Association of Retail 
Druggists, spoke in opposition to any 
tax on drugs and medicines, neces- 
saries of the poor. It had been shown 
that it is not possible for the druggist 
to pass the tax to the consumer, and 
the result of attempted higher prices 


was a curtailment of sales. That was 
the result of the Spanish war tax. 
However, the druggists were ready to 
cooperate in the enforcement of the 
Canadian tax system as more practi- 
cal, and, if there is any evasion of 
taxation, there is a margin of 1% per 
cent. to meet that. 

Mr. Brockmeyer also protested 
against the discrimination against 
drugs and medicines in favor of in- 
toxicating liquors in the increase of 
the tax on distilled spirits from $1.10 
to $2.20 a proof gallon in the House 
bill. As alcoho] is 188 per cent. when 
used for pharmaceutical and chemical 
purposes, the House bili actually 
taxes alcohol $4.14 when used in 
pharmacy. and chemistry. For that 


reason there should be a lower tax 


on alcohol for that purpose. 

Frank A. Blair, president, and Harry 
B, Thompson, counsel for-the Proprie- 
tary Association; J. M. George of the 
Interstate Manufacturers’ Association, 
and the J. R. Watkins Medical Com- 
pany of Winona, Minn.; H. S. Richard- 
son of the Vic Company of Greens- 
boro, N. C., and others were present 
at the conference. 

In concluding the conference, Sena- 
tor Simmons said the committee had 
concluded at its meeting Thursday 
that there should be some tax on 
proprietary medicines, and the only 
question was how to impose it. 

“I have confidence in the American 
people,” he said, referring to a sug- 
gestion that had been made by com- 
mittee experts that in Canada the 
stamp tax was evaded. 

No indication was given of the plan 
of taxation the committee would 
adopt. 


WHAT THE SENATE COMMITTEE HAS DONE; 
PROTESTS BY BIG DRUG ASSOCIATIONS 


Washington, June 1, 1917. 


Although it is expected the war rev- 
enue bill will be reported to the Senate 
about the middle of next week, the form 
the measure will take in respect to the 
«drug trade is extremely uncertain at this 
time. 

The Senate Committee has not been in- 
clined to retain the House provision for 
a manufdtturers’ tax of 5 per cent. on 
pharmaceuticals. They have been strong- 
ly inclined to a retail stamp tax of 2% 
per cent., which is even more odious than 
the 5 per cent. manufacturers’ tax, 

This is because the 2% per cent. retail 
stamp tax is estimated to equal a manu- 
facturers’ tax of about 7 per cent., be- 
side being obnoxious because of the labor 
entailed and the bad effect such a stamp 
presents on a package. 

When before the House Committee on 
Ways and Meams the representatives of 
the several drug associations objected to 
any tax on medicinal preparations be- 
cause they are necessities and often even 
greater necessities than food. They cited 
the 2% per cent. retail tax imposed on 
these products during the Spanish war 
and the refusal of Congress to revive 
those taxes later because they were im- 
posed upon the unfortunate people who 
purchase these products during periods 
of illness when least able to pay. any 
tax. However, the House Committee, 
eager to seize upon any means for ob- 
taining revenue, finally decided to place 
the tax on the articles in the hands of 
manufacturers largely because the labor 
entailed in collecting this revenue was 
less than would be the case of a stamp 
tax. 


Drug Associations Protest. 


Representatives of drug associations 
have insisted that a stamp tax of 2% 
per cent. as proposed by the Senate Com- 
mittee is nearly 50 per cent. greater than 
the House tax of 5 per cent. on manu- 
facturers. They claim that a 5 per cent. 
manufacturers’ tax about equals a stamp 
tax of 1% per cent. or perhaps 2 per cent. 
when the cost of labor involved in the 
stamp tax is taken into consideration 
and if a stamp tax is to be adopted they 
do not wish to have it exceed 2 per centr. 

They also represented that the 5 per 
cent. manufacturers’ tax amounted to 
from 50 to 65 per cent. of the manufac- 
turers’ profits. 

Representatives of these associations 
told members of the Committee on Fi- 
nance that if they are to insist upom a 
stump tax they would prefer the Can- 
adian system which requires the retailer 
to purchase stamps and affix them at the 
time of ‘making a sale, requiring the 
purchaser to pay for the stamp. In that 
case the stamp represents a percentage 
of the value of the article when sold 
The committee at once rejected this 
proposition as likely to lead to fraud and 
under any circumstances being cumber- 
some and difficult of enforcement. 

Another question brought before the 
Finance Committee was the desirability 
of distinguishing in the levying of a tax 
between alcohol used in beverages and for 
medicinal purposes. The bill as passed 
by the House makes no such distinction. 


Easier to Make Concessions. 


The Senate Committee will find it easier 
to make concessions desired by the drug 
trades than did the House because there 
is now no intention of having the bill 
raise revenue greater than _ $1,600,000,000. 
The House regulated the taxes to pro- 


duce $1,800,000,000 after it ignored the pro- 
posed increase to $2,240,000,000 as proposed 
by Secretary McAdoo, 

The Financial Committee has before it 
a vast amount of testimony and other 
arguments in the form of briefs and tele- 
rams covering every phase of the bill. 
The number of telegrams received by the 
committee on all subjects during the con- 
sideration of this measure is roughly esti- 
mated at 75,000. Today telegrams and 
briefs were still pouring in. There were 
many telegrams from members of drug 
associations protesting against the newly 
proposed stamp tax as unjust to an in- 
dustry that above all others should be 
treated with consideration, 


Proprietary Association Brief. 


Among the briefs before the committee 
is that of Harry B. Thompson, general 
counsel of the Proprietary Association, 
composed of more than 200 proprietary 
associations and involving 4,000 manufac- 
turers of proprietary medicines and 55.000 
retail druggists. ‘These medicines, Mr 
Thomposn insisted, were poor men’s 
remedies. He pointed out these people 
pay an excise tax, will pay am excess 


-profits tax and as he read the war rev- 


enue bill he found but eight of the 64 
pages in which they are not interested. 
They have to pay the advertising tax, 
an increase upon the postage tax, upon 
the telegraph and telephone tax, and 
upon the freight, express and transporta- 
tion tax and if sugar is taxed they will 
help to pay that. They also have to pay 
a customs tax on imported drugs. The 
excess, profits tax bears especially heavy 
upon them, and when they return thei: 
capitalization tax the internal revenue 
bureau that not only shall they pay a 
tax upon the actual capital invested, 
their surplus and undivided profits, but 
upon the value of their trade-marks. 
Unless they are permitted to get an al- 
lowance for their trade-marks and good 
will they will be required to pay an ad- 
ditional 8 per cent. over other people. 
Without such taxation on trade-marks 
and good will the proprietary medicine 
manufacturers will pay more taxes than 
any other class in the United States. 
However, the proposition as it now stands 
is to require this class of busimess men 
to pay 8 per cent. on their trade-marks 
and good will and 5 per cent. specific 
tax upon their volume of business and if 
the last named tax gives way to a stamp 
tax of 2% per cent. as has been pro- 
posed in this committee the burden will 
be greater than ever. 


Other Association Briefs. 


The American Drug Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, the United Drug Company and 
affiliated companies, the National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists and numerous 
individual manufacturers in the allied 
drug trades have briefs that are before 
the committee. 

Of especial interest is the protest filed 
with the committee by A. HI]. Weed, sec- 
retary of the Manufacturing Chemists’ 
Association of the United States. He 
shows the need of striking from section 
“Ol of the tariff act of September 8, 1916, 
the parenthetical exception there con- 
tained by which the special 5 cent duty is 
eliminated from ‘natural and synthetic 
alizarin and dyes obtained from alizarin, 
anthracene, carbazol and natural and 
synthetic indigo and all indigoids whether 
or not obtained from indigo.’’ This class 
of eolors. excepted from the operation 
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of the act constitute 27 per cent. in 
money value of all the dyes sent out 
from Germany to the United States 
1913 and the German exports then repre- 
sented more than 8 per cent. of tie 
American consumption of all colors. To 
emphasize the importance of this criti- 
cism Mr. Weed shows that of the 101 
newly invented dyes since 196, 74 per 
cent. come within this exception. Of the 
tonnage of these new dyes imported in 
1913-14 90 per cent. come under this ex 
ception. These dyes are all adapted to 
displace old time aniline dyes. 


Dyes and Colors. 


The colors so excepted come into direct 
competition with aniline colors. It has 
been claimed that all sulphur dyes, which 
are the largest group developed thus far 
by domestic manufacturers would evade 
the special tax and fall under the ex- 
ception. 

These statements were placed before 
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the Finence Committee in calling atten- 
tion to the need to amend the act of 
September 8, 1916. He points out the 
provision that the special duty shall cease 
uniess an American industry shall have 
been built up in five years’ time from 
September, 1916, capable of furnishing 6 
per cent. in value of the country’s Gon- 
‘umption. He shows that the percentage 
vf colors excepted will have also added 
to it W per cent. of the business devel- 
oped in the new dyes. 

“Thus,”’ says Mr, Weed, “the Amert- 
can Manufacturer in his race to attain 
‘) per cent. of the American consumption 
in order to obtain the surtax provided 
for im the act will be competing against 
the foreign producer who can defeat this 
Cbject by obtaining considerably less than 
10 per cent. of the business,”’ 

lo accomplish the purposes set forth 
above Mr, Weed proposed an amendment 
to the act of September 8, 1916, which he 
hopes to have the committee give favor- 
able consideration. 





GOVERNMENT MAY TAKE PROPRIETARY 
PATENTS OWNED BY FOREIGN MAKERS 


Washington, June 1, 1917, 

In the Senate on Monday, Senator 
Pomerene took up the bill he introduced 
on Saturday, Senate bill 2563, the purpose 
of which is to give to the Secretary of 
War and the Secretary of the Navy the 
right to contract for the manufacture of 
drugs, medicines, remedies or patent de- 
vices which may be protected by patent 
or trade-mark when in their judgment 
it is necessary for the health either of 
the army or mavy or of the public at 
large. 

Senator Pomerene said:— 

“My belief is that either the Secretary 
of War or the Secretary of the Navy 
now has this power, but it occurred to 
me if this bill, or some measure akin 
to it, is passed, it would help very mate- 
rially to solve some of the difficulties 
which now confront the American people. 

“When I prepared the bill I had espe- 
cially in mind the manufacture of a drug 
known as salvarsan. It is protected by 
German patent and trade-mark. It has at 
times been manufactured in this country. 
At present it is impossible to get the 
drug from Germany, and the men who 
own the patent in the United States have 
advanced the price of this drug so that 
it is next to impossible for a patient or 
a physician who desires to administer the 
drug to get it at a reasonable price. At 
the present time the drug is sold at $4.50 
per dose, when it can be manufactured 
and sold at a reasonable profit at 25 
cents per dose. 

The Senator quoted letters from a num- 
ber of physicians and medical societies, 
including Drs. J. W. Vanderslice, J. H. 
Walsh and W. A. Pusey. of the Chicago 
Medical Society; Dr. F. E. Bunts, of 
Cleveland; Dr. J. M. T. Finney and Dr. 
George Walker, of Baltimore, and reso- 
lutions by the Columbus (Ohio) Medical 
Society, the General Practitioners’ Medi- 
eal Society, and others. The trend of 
the letters and resolutions is summed 
up in the following paragraph from the 
letter of Dr. Finney and Dr. Walker, as 
follows:— 

The patent on this drug is held by a large 
German dye company of Frankfort, Ger- 
many It is protected in a most compre- 
hensive way by over thirty grants, so that 
it is impossible for it to be made in this 
country without infringement, The price 
at the present time for one dose of 6 deéci- 
grams, or about 9 grains, is $4.50. This 
can be manufactured by our chemists at 
an estimated cost ranging from 14 to 35 
cents. One firm who has made it promises 
to put it on the market after a short 
while at 50 cents. If we estimate the cost 
of production at 25 cents and the selling 
price by the German concern at $4.50, one 
sees that there is a profit of 1,700 per cent. 

Senator Brandegree, of Connecticut, in- 
troduced the following letter from a 
prominent New York physician:— 

Dear Sir:—The patents on salvarsan are held 
by a German firm, The price is $4.50 per dose 
of 6 decigrams. If our chemists were per- 
mitted to make it the drug could be sold after 
a short time for 50 cents or less. 

There is a great deal of interest now being 
manifested in Congress regarding the abroga- 
tion of the patent on salvarsan, It is most de- 
sirable to declare them void or to enact such 
legislation as would relieve the situation per- 
manently and not simply during the period of 
the war. 

At the meeting of the Hartford Medical So- 
ciety about a month ago, and at the spring 
meeting of the Middlesex Society held in Mid- 
dletown, resolutions were passed recommending 
the abrogation of these patents.

Mr. Knox:—Loes not the Senator from 
Ohio believe that a broader course than 
the one suggested by his bill is advisable 
not only in respect to the patents upon 
sulvarsan but in respect to all German 
patents?’ Why should the bill be limited 
to permit the Secretary of War and the 
Secretary of the Navy to manufacture 
salvarsan under the German patent? Why 
sheuld not all American citizens be per- 
mitted to manufacture under German pat- 
ents not only salvarsam but all other ar- 
ticles, such as dye material and half 
dozen other important things that go into 
American manufactures and are covered 
by patent. That is the course which has 
been pursued by Great Britain, and 1 
think it is the course which should be 
pursued by the United States. 

Mr. Pomerene:—I had that matter in 
mind. The Senator will find that the bill 
is broader in its scope than he seems to 
think. It does not apply to salvarsan 
alone, but applies to all drugs, medicines, 
remedies, or devices which are covered 
by patents and relating, however, to the 
subject of the public health. It. may be 
that the committee in its wisdom will 
see fit to amend the bill so as to make 
it apply to all patents, trade-marks, and 
copyrights. For myself I should doubt 
the wisdom of that course. 

Mr. Knox:—Does not the Senator from 
Minnesota think that this ought to ex- 
tend to all German patents, following 
the British precedent? 

Mr. Nelson:—Yes; I think it would be 











very wise, but it seems to me the bill 
ought to go to the Committee on Patents. 

Mr, iXnox:—I quite agree with that. 

Mr. Pomerene:—Mr. President, I had in 
mind the further fact that Americans 
have many patents in these foreign coun- 
tries, and I was not quite clear in my 
own mind as to whether or not we 
should at this time be willing to go so 
far as to invalidate all patents held by 
enemy countries, but should leave that 
matter to be determined a little later. I 
felt quite sure that no objection could be 
urged from any source if we should per- 
mit the government to manufacture these 
articles, and then provide that patentees 
living in the United States might have 
their remedy in the Court of Claims, to 
assert any claims for damages which they 
might care to assert. 

Senator Calder, of New York:—Mr. 
Metz is a patriotic American citizen and 
if the War and Navy Departments call 
upon him to give to the government the 
free use of these patents during the con- 
tinuation of the war there is not the 
slightest doubt to my mind that he would 
be willing to do so. 

The whole matter was referred to the 
Committee on Patents. 


H. A. Metz Has Offered Salvarsan 
to Government at Cost, or Will 
Turn Over Factory. 


In reply to the strictures made before 
the U. 8S. Senate, H. A. Metz in an in- 
terview announced his position in regard 
to salvarsan and meo-salvarsan, declaring 
that there was no necessity for confisca- 


tion, aS he stood ready to manufacture 
these proprietaries for the government 
at cost or turn his factory over to the 

Federal authorities. He said:— 

Shortly after the war began, in 1914, I found 
it necessary to advance the price of salvarsan 
slightly, but since that time my price has not 
been raised a cent. I have restricted the sale 
of the medicine to doctors, offering it to them 
continuously at the unchanging price, which 
afforded me only a reasonable profit. But 
many of the doctors who have bought from 
me have retailed the medicine themselves, get- 
ting for it what they could. I have refused 
to sel] to such doctors whenever I have detected 
them. 

Appreciating the need for a greater quantity 
of salvarsan than is now obtainable, I have 
built and opened a factory in Brooklyn for its 
manufacture and will be able to supply what 
is needed by the United States government, the 
medical profession and hospitals, I have noti- 
fied the government that I will supply it at 
cost or turn over to it my Brooklyn factory, so 
that every man in the army and navy who 
needs it may be treated with salvarsan. I will 
sell the medicine to doctors and hospitals at 
cost plus a small profit, and I assert that no 
one would be able to manufacture and sell the 
Grug cheaper than I. 

My offer to the government has no strings 
to it. But I want to say that in my opinion 
the government should not single out sal- 
varsan for confiscation at the behest of the 
doctors, Many manufacturers of medicines 
have raised their prices to the sky since the 
beginning of the war, and the government 
ought to go after them if it deprives me of 
what I have a right to. I am not seeking 
to get rich out of salvarsan, I am going to 
manufacture it and sell it for the public inter- 
est, accepting from private agencies only a fair 
protit

As a pre- 
liminary to these conferences a survey 
of pyrites and sulphur supply was made 
by a speciai committee representing the 
fertilizer trade and on the data furnished 
by this survey considerable constructive 
work has been accomplished. The result

DON’T USE FUEL OIL. 


Government Warns Consumers of 


Necessity for Conservation. 
Washington, June 1, 1917. 
Industries that are seriously considering 
the advisability of burning crude oil for 
fuel instead of coal are advised for their 
own welfare and as a matter of public 
policy ‘“‘Don’t do it.” This advice while 
not given by any government official au- 
therized to make a statement is the 


opinion expressed by several in close 
touch with present conditions. It is 
prompted by many inquiries that have 
been reaching various government bu- 
reaus in Washington. 

Many large manufacturing concerns, as 
well as other industries that have been 
experiencing extreme difficulty in getting 
coal for their engines have asked 
the advice of experts in the _ gov- 
ernment service regarding the advisabil- 
ity of going over to fuel oil. 

The opinion of the best informed men 
in the government, and this opinion is 
confirmed by several in the Council of 
National Defense, is that very soon these 
agencies concerned with public welfare 
will have smoothed over the difficulties 
of transportation and mining, and that 
before long there will be plenty of coal 
for all purposes on the market as there 
is an inexhaustible supply. 

On the other hand there is far from an 
unlimited supply of petroleum. In fact 
the demand at present is far in excess 
of the supply and if this demand is in- 
tensified by use of oil more generally for 
fuel a real famine may be expected. 

Government officials consider this an 
important matter and that all industries 
should conserve fuel oil as much as pos- 
sible,

States (exclusive of California) indicates, as between April and March, 1917, a 
slight improvement im the general outlook for a supply of crude petroleum with 
which to meet the steadily increasing demand at home and abroad. As between 
April, 1917, and April. 1916, it offers no basis for ovtimism. The slight increase in 
stocks of netroleum in the Oklahoma-Kansas field, though in a broad sense reas- 
suring, fails to indicate the diminishing reserves of crude oil held by many of the 
small refiners im this field, or to reflect the general decrease of drilling operations 
throughout the country necessitated by a shortage of casing and other drilling

OIL LAND SALE. 


10,000 Acres of Osage Territory 
Auctioned in Oklahoma. 


Washington, June 1, 1917. 
Sale of approximately 10,000 acres of 
valuable oil lands on the Osage reserva- 
tion, which are subject to drainage, which 
is being made at public auction by the 
Indian Office of the Department of the 


paseeset, began yesterday with many 
vridders. 

There are 58 tracts of 160 acres each 
offered for lease to the highest bidders. 
The cuction is being held at the office of 
the Superintendent of the Osage Indian 
Agency, Pawhuska, Okla. 

The oil leases are to be made for a 
period of five years and as long there- 
after as oil is found in paying quantities, 
but such period shall not extend beyond 
the time the title to the minerals re- 
mains in the Osage tribe, which time will 
expire in April, 1931, unless otherwise 
provided by Congress. 

The purchasers of one tract which con- 
tains producing wells will be required to 
reimburse the gas lessee for the cost of 
drilling the producing wells, including all 
damage paid to the surface owner of the 
land. 

The Osage Council is to meet immedi- 
ately after the sale to consider the bids 
and to make recommendations concern- 
ing them, 

These tracts are offered for the oil lease 
only as the gas rights are ieased sep- 
arately. 

The 37,000 acres of Osage land open for 
gas lease were sold last week and while 
the Indian Office has not been advised 
of the details of the sale it is known 
that good prices were secured. The 
Osage Council has not yet approved these 
leases.

MINNEAPOLIS. 


Minneapolis, Minn., May 29, 1917, 

After the seed house buyers have taken 
their quota of supplies from the cash flax 
market here there is very little left for 
the crushers and the quality they mamrge 
to get is poor. None of them are able to 
get 2% per cent. of the amount they could 
use duily and the supply in private bins 
is being used up rapidly as the mills are 
running quite freely. A good share of 
the seed is received in bulkhead car lots. 
In fact the largest proportion seems to 
come in loaded with other grains. There 
was some Canadian seed received on a 
sale to arrive, but otherwise there was 
no Western Canadian offerings either on 
spot or to arrive. Some Canadian ter- 
minal elevator sede was received here 
this week via Duluth and more is com- 
ing. If the domestic receipts do not pick 
up shortly there will be considerable of 
this Canadian seed brought to Minne- 
apolis, stuff that was taken on May con- 
tracts at Winnipeg and shipped down the 
lakes. 


Including the necessary seed reserves 
the present statistics show that more 
than the amount estimated by the gov- 


ernment for the 1916 crop has been mar- 
keted,. There is usually a long tail to a 
short crop, according to a saying in the 
grain trade, and it seems to be proving 
out again this year. Offerings of seed 
by farmers at present is very light. Most 
of the stuff received heré originates in 
South Dakota or Southern Minnesota and 
some very poor stuff is coming from 
North Dakota. The movement of Mon- 
tana seed is very light. Montana offer- 
ings are usually snatched up by the seed 
companies, who continue to do a good 
business. Seed houses and commission 
companies are still in the market for flax 
to be used for seeding purposes and the 
inquiry from the country is still strong. 
Most of the reports received here say 
that the flax acreage is going to be in- 
creased this year, but there is nothing 
definite as yet on which to base conclu- 
sions. Crushers are anxious to do all 
they can to increase the acreage. One 
of them expressed a willingness to finance 
farmers if he could get 10,000 acres put 
in this year. A mominal price of $2.90 
per bushel is being quoted for seed de- 
livered in October, which is a round price 
and insures a good profit for the pro- 
ducer. None has been offered at that 
figure, however, and the quotation is nom- 
inal. Crushers would be glad to trade 
on that basis as it would give them an 
opportunity to do some oil business for 
deferred delivery. There are three weeks 
of seeding in sight before anything defi- 
nite will be obtainable regarding the seea 
acreage of the Northwest this year. Mat- 


ters still show very favorable for the 
sowing of a liberal acreage and the 
crushers hope the farmers will find 


enough seed to suit their needs. 

Shipments of seed from here to Duluth 
continue. At least one elevator company 
has contracts to fill and they are ship- 
ping out a car or so a day to make de- 
liveries on their commitments. 

No. 1 seed on spot is quoted at 1c. over 
to 5c. under Duluth May price and to 
arrive at Duluth July price to 5c. under. 
The futures took a sharp tumble on crop 
mews of late and the market has lost a 
large share of the ground that was gained 
when the shorts in the May future start- 
ed to cover. Deliveries on May contracts 
are still very light in all markets, but 
they may increase in the next day or so 
if the July does not go to a good carry- 
ing charge over the May. ‘There is no 
carrying charge represented in any of the 
deferred futures and apparently there is 
no sound reason why May contracts are 
not fulfilled. The only idea that would 
prevent is that the shortage of cash sup- 
plies will result in a sharp premium over 
the July future or September future be- 
fore a new crop is available. It has been 
reported all along that crushers owned 
the May futures almost entirely, in which 


case there would be nothing offered for 
re-sale if the flax is applied on these 
contracts. Last Saturday there was 1,- 
246,661 bushels of seed still held in Du- 


luth public elevators and 128,658 bushels 
in Minneapolis houses. This supply 
would not last the crushers long if they 
operated normally. How much the East- 
ern crushers own of the supply on hand 
is the problem to worry Western crush- 
ers. Shipments from Duluth are not very 
liberal as yet because of navigation con- 
ditions, which have been very unfavyor- 
able for the free movement of grain over 
the lakes. Thé wind piled ice fields 
against the Duluth harbor and _ other 
points of outlet and most of the grain 
fleet has been tied up because of the 
presenc? of these fields When naviga- 
tion channels are cleared it will not take 
long to find out how much of the West- 
ern seed supply is going to be left for 
Western crushers to use 

, LINSEED OIL. 

The market is a haphazard affair at 
present with the crushers unable to do 
much of anything on account of the lack 


of seed supplies. Those that have a 
Surplus on hand are able to sell if they 
—— to, but under prevailing conditions 
1ey are not very anxious to let go of 
what they have unless they can aan 
supply of seed in sight to take care of 
the Business of their best customers. 
There is little doubt but what the very 
moderate supplies of oil and seed owned 
by the crushers will be dealt out spar- 


ingly to the trade with an idea of giving 
the buyers equitable service. Prices are 
quoted in a wide range and there is no 
particular basis used in arriving at quo- 
tations. Prices today ran from $1.15@1 20, 


according to the ideas of the erushers 
and possibly the cost of a seed reserve 
held ir bins Buyers are not showing 


very keen interest in offerings and trade 
is very moderate and featureless.

Buyers are taking care of their old con- 
tracts in good shape, but these are be- 
ginning to run out and the output of 
meal at present considerably overlaps the 
amount of fresh business being booked 
by the crushers. Good rains in the 
Northwest and Central States are de- 
veloping pasturage in fine shape and no 
doubt the feeders will depend on pas- 
turage as far as possible in view of the 
high cost of feed. At a decline of sev- 
eral dollars per ton there was no stimu- 


lation noted in trading and the crushers 
are beginning to think of shipping out 
their surplus in the way of cake.

He was authorized to take 
this action after readingatelegram from 
President Fielding Wallace, of the Imter- 
state Cottonseed Crushers’ Association, 
who is now in Washington. The oil mill 
interests throughout the country are en- 
deavoring to reduce the tax on oleo in 
order that the oil mills themselves which 
have refineries may also enter the manu- 
facturing field, and to broaden the mar- 
ket for cottonseed and peanut oils. 

President Dubose was authorized to 
name a special committee of five mem- 
bers to take up the question of standard 
seed and to co-operate with the inter- 
state association, which has already un- 
dertaken work along this line. 

Changes in the workmem's compensa- 
tion act and their application to the oil 
mill business were discussed by B. P. 
Bailey, of Dallas, manager of the mutual 
insuranc® bureau of the association. 

Arbitration of eighteen cases was re- 
ported by C. H. Bencini, of the Dallas 


Committee. There were no cases in 
South Texas. 
R. L. Heflin, of Dallas, a member of 


tha Publicity Committee, reported re- 
ceipts of $15,060 during the year, and dis-

It can not be 
malice or desire to misrepresent actual facts 
that are indisputable. Can it be ignorance on 
the part of those who should know better? 
Whatever the cause may be, it must be cor- 
rected and will be, I am sure, when our sin- 
cerity is better understood and appreciated. 

Our slogan should be:—New members—in- 
creased efficiency in conducting the affaire 
of our association and to teach the world 
the truth about cottonseed products, 

I cannot refrain from referring to the irre- 
parable loss sustained by our association and 
industry in the death of our beloved friend, 
Jo W. Allison. That he was and has been 
for many years the foremost champion of 
cottonseed products cannot be questioned. Hie 
faithful, unselfish, untiring and constant devo- 
tion in endeavoring to teach the world the 
value of cottonseed products should ever be an 
inspiration to us who remain to follow his 
example and carry forward to a successful 
termination the work to which his life was 
consecrated. His removal from the sphere of 
usefulness at this time is to be deplored, for 
never was there a time when his wise counsel 
and guidance was more needed.

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Paints and Paint Materials 


Unless otherwise specified, our prices are those prevailing in the New 
York Market, and are for large quantities. Complete prices current will 
be found on pages 61, 62, 63 and 64, and table of contents on page 11. 
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Saturday Noon, June 2, 1917. 


The market for paint materials was 
featured by some changes in price dur- 
ing the interval. Among the most im- 
portant items ‘on which new prices 
were announced were zinc oxide. Pro- 
ducers of this pigment made public a 
new schedule to govern contracts for 
the coming months. [Im the case of 
French process zine oxide the prices 
are for a period of three months ahead 
and they are now prepared to take or- 
ders for the third quarter of the year. 
In the case of ordinary zinc oxide, the 
prices are named for six months ahead. 
The latter are in a firmer position than 
when prices were last established, as 
producing costs are higher. Leaded 
zincs show the greatest advance over 
the former quotations and French pro- 
cess zincs are held at the same level 
as has been in effect for the past quar- 
ter of the year. Linseed oil also was 
of interest during the period, as the 
market was easier and buyers were 
able to take on supplies at reduced 
prices. Spirits of turpentine may be 
included among the materials which 
sold off in price, and this was true 
both of the local* market and of pri- 
mary markets. Most reports for some 
time have been featured by the 
strength in prices for the important 
paint-making materials and the case 
of oil and -turpentine come as favor- 
able omens to the consuming trades. 
The lead pigments were unchanged and 
are in a strong position, which de- 
pends on the strength of the metal and 
there is little probability of pig lead 
going down in price in the immediate 
future, and not only is the market 
strong, but of greater importance is 
the fact that offerings are very small 
and it is more of a question of secur- 
ing enough stocks rather than of the 
price at which it can be obtained. The 
color market also remains in a firm 
position, with no new features during 
the week. Paris green is offered in a 
small way, and the tendency of prices 
is upwards. There is difficulty in se- 
curing raw materials for the manufac- 
ture of this product. China wood oil 
is very firm, with importers finding 
trouble in bringing in supplies, and 
some reports say that the varnish 
trade is forced to change their for- 
mulas and substitute other oils for 
wood oil, owing to the inability to se- 
cure enough of the latter. All im- 
ported materials which enter into the 
paint trade are affected by the high 
cost of importing, and by the scarcity 
of tonnage. A report on linseed oil 
and naval stores will be found on pages 
29 and 33, respectively. Comment on 
the important items in the paint trade 
follows:— 


LEAD AND ZINC PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—The market for pig lead 
is still quoted at 10c. per pound by 
some large factors in the trade, but 
this price is given only on deliveries 
on contracts now in force and no new 
business is going through at that fig- 
are, Offerings are small at any price, 
and buyers are reported to have been 
bidding 114%@11%c. per pound without 
finding sellers. The real strength in 
lead igs reported to exist because of 
the limited supply, and with demand 
greater than supply, the course of 
prices is expected to be upwards, 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—In our report of last week we 
quoted white lead and the other lead 
pigments one-half cent per pound be- 
low the actual quotations. The cor- 
rect prices were carried in the table 
of prices on page 61. There was no 
change in the situation during the 
week, and all offerings of lead pig- 
ments are made with restrictions, as 
sellers are carrying only small stocks 
and are not sure of their future sup- 
ply of the metal. As a result the 
prices quoted are largely nominal and 
apply only to prompt deliveries with 
no prices given for forward positions. 
Dry basic carbonate is quoted at a 
minimum price of 10%c. per pound, and 
the pigment ground in oil is quoted at 
11%c. per pound and upwards, accord- 
ing to quantity. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE). 
—Sellers of basic sulphate have not re- 
laxed from the position as recently re- 
ported and prices are not free, as sup- 
plies are not large and only limited 
amounts for prompt delivery are avail- 
able. The price is well maintained at 
10c. per pound and upwards, according 
to quantity. Futures are quoted as 
nominal, and trading is going on from 
hand to mouth. This pigment is under 
the influence of pig lead, and no im- 
provement is possible until the metal 
comes to a more normal condition. 


RED LEAD.—The dry pigment is 
still quoted at an inside price of 12c, 
per pound, There is a good demand 
for this material, and in addition to 
the call from the domestic trade, there 
is inquiry for export. Foreign grades 
of red lead are nominal, and with the 
restrictions placed on exports from the 


United Kingdom there is not much 
chance that any supplies are to come 
from that quarter. Red Jead in oil fol- 
lows the lead of the dry product anda 
is quoted as firm at 12\4%c per pound 
and upwards on a quantity basis. 

LITHARGE.—An unchanged market 
has ruled throughout the period. Sell- 
ers will not quote under 11%c, per 
pound, and are not willing to sell much 
at that figure. In fact, the price is not 
the most important feature to the mar- 
ket at present, as some inquiry is said 
to have developed whereby sellers 
could dispose of stocks above the 
quoted prices. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—There is noth 
ing new is the market. Consumers 
are taking normal amounts and pro- 
ducers are taxed to fill orders. There 
are no foreign offerings on'the market, 
and this has increased consumption of 
the domestic material in recent months. 
This demand comes at a time when the 
producers are not able to increase their 
output owing to the lack of raw ma- 
terial. Quotations for orange mineral 
are given at l4c.. per pound, 

ZINC OXIDE.—The most important 
development of the week was the an- 
souncement of a new schedule of prices 
for zine oxide. These prices are an- 
nounced so that consumers may place 
orders for their requirements, and then 
the total output will be allotted on an 
equitable basis, though this does not 
mean that buyers can secure all the 
material for which they wish to place 
orders. The attitude of producers is to 
apportion their supply as equally as 
possible without giving speculative 
buyers an opportunity to get hold of 
large amounts and hold them for 
higher prices. The new schedules of 
American process zinc oxide show an 
advance over those previously quoted, 
and are on the following basis:—For 
fifty-ton lots, 10%c. per pound; for car- 
loads, 10%c. per pound; for less than 
carloads, llc. per pound. These prices 
are based on shipment in barrels and 
are f. o. b. shipping point, with actual 
freight allowed on carload shipments. 
The prices will hold good for shipments 
over the second half of the year. Lead- 
ed zine oxide is quoted at prices vary- 
ing from 9c. to 10%4c. per pound, ac- 
cording to grade and quantity. French 
process zinc oxide remains at the prices 
which have been effect for the last 
quarter, and is quoted as follows:— 
Red seal, 15@15%c. per pound; green 
seal, 1544@155c. per pound; white seal, 
16@16%c. per pound. . 

LITHOPONE.—The'market was quiet 
during the interval. New business is 
not active, since most of the large con- 
sumers of this material are covered 
on contracts. The consuming trade is 
also said to be below normal for most 
paint materials, and this extends to 
the market for lithopone. The spot 
market is held firm, owing to the small 
stocks which are offered. Prices are 
quoted at 6%@7c. per pound. 


DRY COLORS. 


The color market is in a steady posi- 
tion, as prices are influenced largely by 
the costs of production and the mate- 
rials used by colormakers are not going 
down in _ price. Producers of paris 
green report a strong market for that 
product and also say that stocks are 
relatively small, with some of the raw 
materials hard to obtain. Imported col- 
ors are firmly held, owing to trouble in 
bringing them into this country, and 
the high freights which must be paid 
for tonnage. 

BLACKS. 

There is a good call for deliveries of 
lampb'ack and carbon gas black on con- 
tracts, and this demand is sufficient to 
account for the bulk of the output. As 
a result, offerings in the spot market 
are small and prices are largely nom- 


inal. This is especially true of carbon 
gas black, as many sellers are unable to 
quote on new business. Lampblack is 
quoted at different prices, with grade 
and seller important in establishing 
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values. remains firm in 


price, with quotations at 7@12 per

LAMP AND CARBON BLACKS market for some time is still prominent 
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prices. The quotation is given at 6@ 
10c. per pound, with some sellers re- 
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arsenic, and this has a direct bearing 
on the market for paris green. The 
prices for the latter are showing an 
advancing tendency, and sellers are 
asking 50c. per pound and upwards for 
green in barrels. Chrome geen is af- 
fected by the cost of raw materials, 
and as long as there is no improvement 
in the materials market there is not 
much chance for-a lower price level 
for the finished product. Prices heard 
for chemically pure chrome green are 
32@50c. per pound. 


REDS. 


Prices for the most of the offerings 
of this market are featured by firm- 
ness. Red oxides are well maintained, 
with producing costs high and trouble 
experienced in securing enough of the 
materials. Sellers quote 4%@1l5c. per 
pound, according to grade. Standard 
Indian reds are offered on a basis of 
7c, to 10c. per pound, according to 
grade. Demand for venetian red is 
said to be quiet, and sellers are offer- 
ing at 2%c. to 4c. per pound. 


YELLOWS. 


Imports of French ocher were noted 
during the week, but a large part of 
arrivals are said to be due on con- 
tracts, and the spot supply is not large. 
There is,a good call for this material, 
with values strengthened by the lim- 
ited offerings and by the high cost of 
importing. Quotations are given at 
34%4c. to 4c. per pound. Domestic ocher 
is firm at $20@30 per ton, according to 
grade. 

OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


The miscellaneous materials are 
firmly held, wtih no new developments 
for the week. Many of these materials 
are affected by the import situations, 
and this has a strengthening effect on 
values. The limited amounts of some 
materials places demand above supply, 
and makes it impossible for the market 
to weaken. This is shown in the case 
of chalk. Grinders are taking all the 
chalk offered, and are not able to se- 
cure enough for their needs. ‘This in 
turn affects the supply of whiting and 
putty, and the latter are in a nominal 
position. 


BRONZE POWDER.—The market is 
reported to be strengthened, and con- 
sumers say that offers from sellers are 
based on an inside price of $120 per 
pound, with the values ranging higher, 
according to grade. The market is 
quiet, but values are strengthened by 
high cost of raw materials. 

BARYTES.—The chemical trade con- 
tinues to take large amounts of 
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barytes against contracts. The paint 
trade also is a fair consumer, and the 
total consumption is reported to have 
shown expansion. Demand for domes- 
tic barytes has increased as the supply 
of foreign grades became less. Prices 
are steady, with quotations at $28@32 
per ton and off color at $22@24 per ton. 

CASEIN.—There is a very good call 
for casein, and the trend of prices 
seems to be upward. While reports are 
heard that offers were made at 20c. per 
pound, the amount offered at that fig- 
ure is not large, and the open quotation 
is given at 22c. per pound and upward. 
The lowest price heard for foreign 
grades is 25c. per pound. Values vary 
according to grade, and according to 
some sellers the market is strong be- 
cause stocks are not large enough to 
take care of the inquiries. 

CHINA CLAY.—Foreign grades of 
clay are in limited supply, and the 
market is strong as a result. Prices 
are quoted at $22@36 per ton. The 
lowest price heard for domestic is $20 
per ton, and demand for the latter is 
said to be above normal, with trans- 
portation costs high. 

TRIPOLI EARTH.—Paint makers 
are taking limited amounts of this ma- 
terial and a good call also is reported 
from other consuming trades. The 
prices quoted vary; according to grade, 
with values delivered at New York on 
a basis of $15@30 per ton. It is re- 
ported that consumption of this ma- 
terial has increased owing to the scarc- 
ity of some materials which compete 


with it. 
GLUES. 


Inquiry in the glue trade shows that 
it is impossible to quote any prices 
which would represent the ‘market. 
Producers will favor old customers as 
far as possible, and the latter can do 
better in the way of securing stocks 
and at lower prices than the general 
buying public can, Hence the mar- 
ket is summed up by saying that prices 
depend on private terms. Dealers are 
still finding it difficult to secure any 
large amounts and are able to offer 
only at intervals. The prices made on 
resale lots vary, according to each 
transaction. The supply of glue stock 
remains small and as prices are high 
it is necessary that asking prices, even 
under the most favorable circum- 
stances, should be far above the nor- 
mal level. 


VARNISH GUMS. 


While imports of copal and damar 
gums were noted during the week, the 
arrivals are compartively small and 
spot supplies are not large. Demand 
is not active, but some buyers are re- 
ported to be covering ahead owing to 
fears that deliveries will be held up. 
Primary markets for all grades of gum 
are firm and the question of tonnage 
offers a problem for which there is 
no solution in sight. Hence the fun- 
damental situation in the market is 
favorable for firm prices for some time 
to come. 


WINDOW GLASS. 


The hand operated plants are now 
closed for the season and this places 
production for some months on a re- 
duced scale. This action was in line 
with expectation, but when it actually 
occurs the market takes on a firmer 
appearance, as it guarantees against 
large accumulation of stocks. The call 
for glass is not heavy, as building oper- 
ations are not on a large scale, but 
the market is firm with producers in 
a good position, with no selling pres- 
sure and with costs too high to create 
a disposition to sacrifice stocks.

About 7.30 o'clock a ten-piece, orchestra 


began playing patriotic music, and the 
members and guests moved to the ban- 


quet room to do justice to a special menu 
arranged for by the Entertainment Com- 
mittee. The decorations were excep- 
tional. Back of the speakers’ table was 
a large American flag, and on each of 
the three other walls the flags of the Al- 
lies were arranged in clusters. The 
speakers’ table presented the appearance 
of a garden, An _ electric fountain, 
banked with ferns and massed with pink 
roses, was a picture in itself, while run- 
ning from the fountain in the center to 
each end of the table ran a long row of 
jonquils with a green background. 

Members and guests were seated eight 
to a table, the centerpieces being vases 
of red and white carnations holding an 
American flag, 

V. H. Hunter, retiring president, oc- 
cupied the chair, and called for a rising 
toast to the United States and its Presi- 
cént, while the orchestra played ‘‘My 
Country ’Tis of Thee,’ during which toy 
Lalloons bearing the American flag were 
tossed back and forth by the diners.

The paint, oi] and varnish manufacturers 
are co-operating in every possible way with 
the Council of National Defense. For one 
thing, we have agreed to conserve tin cans 
so that the food supply of the army and 
the navy and of the people may not be ham- 
pered, Enormous savings can be accom- 


plished ‘by the use during the war of half- 
gallon and pint cans only. 

We can serve the country in another way 
no less important than the conservation of 
tin for the food supply. Because our products 
are so necessary to the navy and the aerial 


service, we must see that expert mixers, above 


all highly skilled lead-corroders, are kept in 
their jobs in the mills, exempt from enlist- 
ments in the army, exempt also from the

Heretofore, we manufacturers have 
manded cars containing no more than 100 
barrels of resin. We are co-operating with 
the Naval Stores Committee in this respect 
and we have agree to accept big’ or little 
carloads. ‘This will be our part in preventing 
a freight car shortage, an actual aid Im na- 
tional defense, 

Meanwhile, we must seek to make business 
better than usual. ‘That is essential. You 
realize that the war tax will use up 16 per 
cent, of the normal profits. We can make 
besiness better in our advertising and educa- 
tional work, emphasizing, during this war- 
time, not alone the beautifying value of paints 
but their value and worth now as a preserva- 
tive, There is no prospect of cheaper ma- 
terials in the industry this year nor the next. 
If the government insists on wheat acreage 
wherever possible, it is possible that no flax 
will be harvested this year.

assets in the plan of liquidation, 

The Graves Company, engaged in the 
manufacture of paints, lead and var- 
nishes, was placed in the hands of re- 
ceivers by the Federal Court in May, 
lvls. At that time it was conducting two 
plants in Camden, N. J., one in this city 
and one at Trainer, Pa, 

Mr. Graves, in addition to owning a 
controlling interest in the company, was 
the possessor of large reality holdings in 
Cape May, N. J., and various stocks 
and bonds. At the time of the receiver- 
ship the liabilities of Graves and his com- 
pany amounted to about $1,600,000, but it 
was explained their assets were largely 
in excess of their debts.

This gives a_ tone of uncer- 
tainty, especially as some important 
factors in the oil trade are letting 


others take the business now passing 
and are holding their stocks for higher 
prices, The drop in prices has influ- 
enced some consumers of oil to take the 
profit which they can get by reselling 
a part of their contract holdings, evi- 
dently with the idea that they can re- 
place the oil later on at lower prices. 
Selling of this kind has further unset- 
tled the market and has made it pos- 
sible for consumers to take on stocks 
at rather favorable terms. The quota- 
tion for oil in carlots at the latter part 
of the week is given at $1.20 per gallon 
and upwards, according fo seller. Prices 
for resale oil have been irregular, but 
were under those asked by crushers. 
The easy tone to prices has not stim- 
ulated buying and consumers have 
preferred to wait developments before 
placing orders, with the result that a 
quiet week was reported. In spite of 
the weakness in price’ stocks of oil 
are said to be small and the seed sup- 


ply between now and the new crop 
does not look to be over large. How- 
ever, the market has been going in 


favor of buyers and selling offers have 
increased, with no corresponding in- 
crease in consuming demand. Futures 
going into new crop months are quiet, 
with sellers reported to be willing to 
do $1.05 per gallon for delivery from 
October over the first quarter of next 
year. 

Seed prices have been influenced by 
restrictions placed on trading and 
values have declined under selling 
pressure due to liquidation of specu- 
lative accounts. According to reports 
received in the local market, seed 
prices are nominal as far as buy- 
ing is concerned, and trading is held 
back on account of the lack of offer- 
ings, with prices not representing the 
actual value of seed. Reports from 
the Northwest are eagerly awaited, as 
indicating the probable acreage to go 
into flaxseed this season. Frem cur- 
rent reports the acreage will be larger 
than last year, but as seeding is still 
going on it is impossible to secure any 
definite advices as yet. Reports on the 
Western, Canadian and Buenos Aires 
seed markets from our own correspond- 
ents will be found on page 20.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


Closing prices of cottonseed oil have 
shown no material change compared 
with those of the previous week. The 
movement of prices has been irregular, 
but fluctuations have been limited, and 
declines have been followed by ad- 
vances sufliciently so that no definite 
trend has been revealed. The market 
did not respond to the decline in lard, 
and it did not advance in sympathy 
with cotton on account of the poor 
condition shown by the government's 










initial report as to condition. The re- 
port stated that the condition of the 
1917 cotton crop was 69.5 on May 25, 
against 77.5 May 25, 1916, and 79.1 for 
a ten year average. Condition of the 
crop by States was:—Virginia, 75; 
North Caro‘ina, 63; South Carolina, 70; 
Georgia, 69; Alabama, 61; Mississippi, 


66; Louisiana, 74; Texas, 74; Arkansas, 


64; Missouri, 73; Oklahoma, 77; Cali- 
fornia, 82. Revised estimates of the 
1916 crop, published simultaneously, 
were:— 


_Area in cultivation June 30, 1916, 36,- 
052,000 acres; area picked 1916, 34,985,- 
000 acres; yield per aére, 150.6 pounds 
lint. Cold weather in April and May 
dealt a severe blow to the cotton belt; 
frost extending to even the southern- 
most section. At the same time indi- 
cations to date are that theré will be 
an unusual freedom from boll weevil 
destruction, which may later prevent 
u seriously short supply. Labor short- 
age 1s reported as the detriment of the 
crop east of the Mississippi. There has 
been much planting of destroyed cot- 
ton in every State, and the cotton 
throughout-the South is reported as of 
a “stunted appearance.” While cot- 
ton advanced sharply on this report, 
the oil market only made a feeble re- 
sponse. It was intimated trat the sea- 
son is so young that a lot of good can 
be accomplished under favorable 
weather. Incidentally, the old adage 
about.a long tap root was heard. 
Actual trading in cottonseed oil was 
relatively light. New buying was not 
extensive, and transactions in general 
were without special feature. Consum- 
ing business was_reported small, and 
aside from the absorption through out- 
standing contracts, there was relatively 
‘ittle new business reported, Supplies 
of real oil seem to be well held, and if 
the Market would not advance it is 
Significant that it would not decline. 
Crude oit has moved quietly at prices 
ranging from $1.091%@1.10% a gallon in 
the Southeast for old crop, and at $1.04 
for new crop October forward in Texas. 
Bleachable oil has remained inactive, 
and the compound lard trade seem to 


have their requirements temporarily 
filled. The strong feeling in competing 
oils and fats has kept sentiment in 


favor of higher-priced cottonseed oil.

Weakness in hogs, due to an exceptionally 
large run, brought lower lard prices at the 
beginning of this week. Arrivals of swine 
were three times as large as the next largest 
run reported at any of the other principal mar- 
kets, and there were fair average runs both 
East and West. Hog prices slumped 10@15c. 
early and later 10c. more from Saturday's 
close, and nothing was quotable over $16, 
while the bulk moved at $15.40@15.90. As a 
result seliing of lard on the first day was 
general, with much of it in the way of real- 
izing and liquidation. Sales were also in- 
Spired by the break in coarse grains. Buying 
power was limited on the way down, but 
around extreme low prices packers were cred- 
ited with purchases. Hog receipts were 39,000 
head. Western points all told had 96,700 hogs, 
compared with 125,400 a year ago. Lard ship- 
ments aggregated 798,000 pounds, compared 
with 1,590,000 pounds last year. Sharply high- 
er levels were noted in lard despite the weak- 
hess at the yards today. The market appeared

OTHER VEGETABLE OILS. 


CHINA WOOD OIL.—A firm situa- 
tion has developed in the market for 
wood oil foiléwing difficulty in secur- 
ing stocks from the Far East. Im- 
ports of wood oil have been compara- 
tively small for some time, and this 
has resulted in a gradual reduction in 
spot supplies until the latter are now 
at very low levels. Hence the spot 
market is affected by the lack of of- 
ferings, and many sellers are not of- 
fering even for prompt delivery. Prices 
heard for spot oil run as high as 16%¢e. 
per pound. For prompt shipment 
16%c. per pound was quoted this week, 
and for later shipments 16c. per pound 
was asked.

Not counting the value of the fats 
which are now sorely needed for the 
production of glycerine for explosives, 
the tankage was worth over $2,000,000 an- 
nually. The installation of rendering 
plants in those cities of over 30,000 in- 
habitants which do not maintain them 
would raise the value of tankage pro- 
duced to over $4,000,000 annually. 

The fixed classification of the fertilizer 
value of this material Mr. Schroeder be- 
lieves to be inadequate; the result is that 
tankage is the cheapest form in which 
a low-grade fertilizer may be bought. 
When used as a base for mixed fertilizer, 
the farmer gets far better value per ton 
— he does when inert materials are 
used,

TAMPICO EXPORTS. 


3,987,535 Barrels of Crude Oil 
Shipped From District in April. 


Declared exports of crude oil and pe- 
troleum products from the Tampico con- 
sular district to the United States in 
April amounted to 2,849,99% barrels. The 
movement from Tampico was _ 2,005,386 
barrels, and from Tuxpam 844,608 barrels. 
Shipments to points other than the 
United States were reported as 1,137,641 
barrels. The gross shipments therefore 
reached 3,987,535 barrels. 

Tampico shipments included refined 
products as follows: Topped, crude, 61,- 
0) barrels; distillate, 128,000 barrels; re- 
duced, crude, 443,000 barrels. 

As heretofore, Tuxpam shipments in- 
clude only crude oil, the, topping plants 
at that port not being ready for opera- 
tion.

$10,000,000 American Company to 
Develop Mexican Oil Territory. 
Washington, June 1, 1917. 


Announcement is made in the Mexico 
City press of the organization of a com- 
pany in New York with $19,000,000 capital 
for the exploitation of the petroleum re- 
sources of the States of Vera Cruz, Ta- 
maulipas, San Luis Potosi and Tabasco. 
It is said that this concern will proceed 
at once with development work, thus 
demonstrating its satisfaction and com- 
pliance with the new laws governing such 
matters. 

Under the auspices of Secretary Pani, 
of the Department of Commerce and In- 
dustry, a Commercial Congress will be 
held in the City of Mexico commencing 
on June 21, at which will be discussed a 
variety of matters affecting the business 
interests of the country. This is the 
first gathering of the kind ever held in 
Mexico. Secretary Pani also has under 
consideration for submission to Congress 
a new law governing the petroleum in- 
dustry, in the preparation of which he 
has consulted all the companies interest- 
ed in that business for the purpose of 
formulating practical measures for the 
purpose desired. 

At a depth of 1,810 feet a petroleum 
well .being sunk in the Tampico district 
recently struck a deposit of gas which 
blew the four-inch casing from the bore 
and sent a stream of water forty feet 
into the air. 

A number of large companies operating 
in the Tampico oil region have asked the 
government to permit them to establish 
wireless telegraph stations for the better 
conduct of their business. The matter is 
being considered, and if the concession be 
granted it will be with the reservation

Casinghead Gasoline Producers on 
Indian Lands Protest Increase in 
Royalty Notice. 


Tulsa, Okla., May 28, 1917. 

A special committee of casinghead gaso- 
line producers, on receipt of notification 
from the government that the rate of 
royalty would be raised, is preparing a 
plan of action. It is the contention of 
the casinghead gasoline producers that 
the leases covered both oil and gas and 
that casinghead gas is a by-product, just 
as commercial gasoline is a product of 
crude oil and covered in the royalty paid 
on the crude. The committee of casinghead 
gas men who were appointed at a spe- 
cial meeting at Tulsa to present their 
side of the case to Secretary Lane, of 
the Department of the Interior, is made 
up of Charles W. Grimes, John M. 
Clover, W. M. Welch and Dana H. Kel- 
sey. The ruling of the department to 
which objection is made has not been 
made public.

The active demand for petroleum 
and its products of every description, 
together with the decrease in production 
generally, has led to renewed efforts 
in the fields to increase the output of 
crude oil, The month of May has been 
an unusually active one, and more than 
280 more new wells were reported com- 
pleted than in the previous month, The 
new production also shows an incréase, 
although not to the extent desired, as the 
gain was less than 14,000 barrels, 10,200 
barrels of which is credited to the Gulf 
Coast. There was a general slackening 
up in new production during the latter 
part of the month, and the new produc- 
tion for the entire coastal division for 
the period was but 4,010 barrels, includ- 
ing a 1,500-barrel gusher in the New 
Iberia district of Louisiana. 

The week in the Mid-Continent has 
been fairly active, but the long looked 
for new production is no nearer the 
tanks than it has been for some time. 
Attention has been diverted to Okmul- 
gee county because of the results of 
new test work which indicate a new 
pool, but as the country is one of the 
most erratic in the state, time alone will 
tell the permanence of the new develop- 
ments there. The biggest well of the week 
in the Osage is a 1,000-barrel producer, 
rated thus after a shot at the start. It 
made 700 barrels natural during the first 
12 hours. 

In the Eastern fields there has been 

a slight decrease in the finished work 
for the week, and quite a number of 
the producers have discontinued efforts 
to discover new production, and are de- 
voting their attention to the old well 
output and keeping this up to its limit. 
_ The best possibilities still seem to lie 
in Wyoming, but there the output is 
restricted for several reasons, one of 
the important factors being the diffi- 
culty in marketing the product. A new 
deal is on there, however, which it is 
believed will consolidate certain produc- 
ing interests around Salt Creek and 
eventually bring about the construction 
of another pipeline. Work has’ been 
started on the line from Chatham to 
Greybul!, and a line is already working 
from the Grass Creek field to Chatham: 
the new line will connect the fields di- 
rectly with the refineries at Greybull. 
Another line is also to be laid from 
Frannie to Greybull, this marketing the 
elk jasin oil direct. Another pipeline 
from Salt Creek to Casper is almost 
complete. 

There is probably more real oil activ- 
ity in Kentucky just now than in any 
other field in the country. The shallow 
sand production enables the smaller 
producers and pioneers to get into the 
game, and in Allen county the produc- 
tion is coming up notably, with a pro- 
duction of about 2,000 barrels a day 
and steadily increasing. 

In California conditions are rapidly 
approaching a crisis, as it is practically 
impossible to secure supplies for drilling 
or field work, no matter what the price 
offered. 

The railways of California face a 
gloomy situation and state that with- 
in four months they will have to re- 
trench in shipping unless more oil can 
be secured. The Southerg ‘Pacific Com- 
pany burns in its engines about 40,000 
barrels of oil a day. Its reserve supply 
is about exhausted. Drilling on lands 
which could produce the amount of oil 
necessary has been refused by the-gov- 
ernment, which is in litigation with the 
Southern Pacific over these lands. The 
railroad company is proceeding with 
drilling in places outside of the lands 
in question, but immediate relief of the 
situation is impossible. 


REFINED PRODUCTS. 


Conditions in the refined products 
market seem to shape for a general ad- 
vance following the recent uplift in the 
price of auto gasoline for export and 
the shift upward in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict. Refiners in some localities are 
paying good premiums for crude—a 
perfectly natural condition under pres- 
ent production circumstances. The 
long-awaited general increase in crude 
has not come, but as the production 
has not increased either, the constant 
drain for foreign consumption has kept 
the undertone of the market for re- 
fined exceedingly firm. The export fig- 
ures for the month of March and for 
the nine months ending in March show 
that the war-time gains in petroleum 
shipped out of the country have not 
lessened. The totals and detailed fig- 
ures will be found on page 19 of this 
issue of the Reporter.

EASTERN REVIEW. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., June 1, 1917. 

A review of the high grade petroleum 
tields east of the Mississippi River, compris- 
ing Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Southeastern, Central and North- 
western Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Ken- 
tucky, show but slight changes from the 
previous week’s work. There has been & 
noticeable decrease, although it is slight 
in the amount of finished work of the va- 
rious fields. However, the greatest activity 
in this line appears to be of no avail in 
preventing a decline in the productions This 
is due largely to the character of the ter- 
ritory under development. Drilling over the 
old fields brings nothing better than very 
small strippers and in a great many in- 
stances failures. There are just a few lo- 
calities that are able to show wells of an 
average size better than has prevailed for a 
number of years. The new pools are small 
and soon defined, For more than three 
years producers in the high grade fields 
have been making an effort to discover 4 
new field, and those who have kept in 
touch with the developments know that 
nothing of that sort have been found of 
any consequence outside of Kentucky. There 
is a large amount of new work starting in 
the old districts of all the high grade 
fields. This is all the more remarkable when 
the size of the wells of recent completion 
is considered. The amount of new pro- 
duction is very small, not sufficient to make 
up for the decline in the old wells, Looked 
at from any angle, operators are confronted 
by more difficulties in their effort to find 
new production than at any time in the past. 
The number who can lay claim to any 
greater production than on the first of the 
year are very few. This does not apply 
alone to the small operating companies and 
individual operators, but the large companies 
as well, Quite a number of operators in 
the high grade fields have discontinued 
their efforts to find new production and are 
giving their entire attention to keeping the 
old wells producing to their full limit. 

A general survey of the entire producing 
petroleum fields of the country shows that 
if the present output of crude is to be 
maintained, some new and prolific fielde 
must soon be unearthed. The real possi- 
bilities at this time are in Wyoming, but 
the inability to market the product keeps 
the development back to a large extent, 
even in the older producing regions, where 
the pipelines are not large enough to han- 
dle the entire production. There is no 
doubt but what Oklahoma has seen its big 
days in oil, as has Louisiana, but what 
Texas can develop is still a mystery, as 
the State covers such a wide area of jand 
that no one can even make a guess, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, West Virginia and Penn- 
sylvania of the Eastern group have all 
passed the large producing stage. Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Alabama are yet un- 
known to a large extent, but the shallow- 
ness of the oil means that the wells will 
not maintain their production like the deep 
sand fields, The Kentucky field may be 
able to bring its daily production to 50,000 
barrels, but how long it could remain is 
problematic, 


Oil Conservation. 


Oil conservation is a good deal like in- 
tensive farming—it is a matter of educa- 
tion, in the great fields of the United 
States we still have much to learn on the 
su ject of waste oil—the utilization of lower 
grav.ty oil for fuel purposes—and, if neces- 
sary, legislation to encompass this pur- 
pose. With proper equipment, manufac- 
turers using fue] oil are able to use oil 
as low as 18 and 20 gravity without trouble 
and secure the same results as from the 
higher gravity. The limiting of the con- 
sumers of fuel oil will be one of the great- 
est aids to conservation in an entirely new 
line of endeavor. It would conserve at 
least one-eighth of the oil resources of the 
country, because the very heart of the lu- 
bricating olls are consumed in the oi] fur- 
naces. 

In the conservation of foods it is urged 
that we use coarse food, and we see no rea- 
son why the same argument cannot apply 
to oil and the regulation thereof. The in- 
terest of the entire industry should be cen- 
tered in making every drop of crude answer 
some more useful purpose, 

Every oil operator is feeling the effect of 
the intense pipe shortage and there is little 
chance for a betterment in the near future. 
Here is how it affects the industry all down 
the line. To begin with, the man who has 
vil acreage to lease finds few takers because, 
other than for holding purposes, it is us¢ 
less, as drilling is curtailed for lack of pipe. 
The wiidecatter is shutting down for the sam« 
reason, even the supply companies regarding 
the situation so grave that at a recent meet- 
ing they decided not to sell for any wildcat 
drilling. Second-hand casing is bringing 
higher prices than the new is listed at. There 
is no indication that there will be any imme 
diate solution of the problem, as the govern 
ment will, no doubt, command a major por- 
tion of the output for ships for some time 
to come, 


New Mexico Prospects. 


Millions of acres of lands have been leased 
during the winter and early spring in various 
sections of New Mexico, and in some in- 








stances heavy bonds have been put up to 
guarantee the work called for in the body of 
the leases. In San Juan, tio Arriba and 


McKinley counties, in the northwestern part 
of the State, are what is known as shallow 
sand fields, the oil being found at shallow 
depths similar to the Kentucky shallow fields. 
In the southeastern section of the State, in 


TT TT 
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Chaves and Eddy counties, oil is also known 
to exist, as well as in the central section 
around Albuquerque and Alamogordo, in the 
southern part in Otero county. 

For many years it has been believed that 
oil existed in various parts of New Mexico, 
especially in the vicinity of Alamogordo. In 
the enormous salt flats west of that city are 
found many indications that both oil and gas 
exist in the vailey. Most noticeable of these 
indications are the gas mounds, locally known 
as °'The Twin Buttes.’’ 

Several years ago an oil man backed his 
opinion to a depth of 1,800 feet, but he spent 
his money in a hole about twenty miles south- 
east of what is now believed to be an oil 
urea, But even in this test he struck, at a 
depth of approximately 1,200 feet, a flow of 
oil that came in with a terrific gas pressure, 
which lead the operator on a few hundred 
feet, but the water flow became so great, with 
the crude methods in use at that time, that 
the drillers became discouraged, destroyed 
their hole and abandoned the work. 

As an evidence that the Alamogordo fields 
are attracting important Operators, only a 
few days ago J. Q. Tabor and Volney B. 
Leonard made a close inspection of the field, 
accompanied by engineers, and it is believed 
tha: extensive work in development 1s 
planned. Col. Tabor was the manager of the 
Magnolia Petroleum Company ever since its 
organization until recently, with headquarters 
at Houston, Tex., and is recognized as one of 
the ‘‘captains’’ of the oil industry. The rumor 
is that Col. Tabor, Voiney B. Leonard and 
Prof. Fayttte A. Jones, president of the New 
Mexico State School of Mines at Socorro, 
N, M., are organizing an oil exploration cor- 
poration for the purpose of developing the oil 
resources of New Mexico. Prof. Jones is 
recognized as one of the leading geologists of 
the Southwest and only lately made an exam- 
ination of the Alamogordo fields, spending 
several days in the work. His announcement 
is that the field bears every geological evi- 
dence of containing oil and gas, Other com- 
panies of recent formation to develop the terri- 
tory are the Otero Oil and Gas Company, the 
Standard Petroleum Company, and the Alamo 
Oil and Gas Company. 

Roy M. Johnson, Edward Galt and other 
operators in the Healdton field, in Oklahoma, 
have secured leases on about 26,000 acres in 


Florida One of the blocks offset a lease 
which is now being tested by the Dundee 
Petroleuzh Company. If the new well de- 


velops oil, the Healdton crowd will do some 
active drilling. > 


Kentucky. 


There is more real oil life in Kentucky at 
this time than in any other oil spot in the 
country, and it is well divided up among the 
little and the big. The -shallow sands is 
really a life-saver for some off the small com- 
panies and individuals, as it gives them an 
opportunity to revive after losing their money 
in the deeper pay sand fields. In Allen 
county, which has lagged along for the past 
couple of years without a market for its oil 
or a supply store, is now among the most 
prominent fields in the State and bids fair to 
show most wonderful activity, or will as 
s00n as there is a market created for the pro- 
duction. which runs around 2,000 barrels a 
day, and is steadily increasing. It looks as 
though there would be a real rush in develop- 
ment, and the east half and west half of the 
State will make an effort to pass each other 
in the real development work. At this time 
the east half has the better of the argumert 
©n account of the Irvine field, and again the 
east half has an outlet for its product, while 
the west has not, but a well-known oil man 
said a few days ago to watch the west half 
and see what it would accomplish the next 
couple of years. Some of the most remark- 
able anticlines in the country are located in 
Western Kentucky, in fact there are two anti- 
clines that are as large as any yet discovered 
in the entire country. One anticline in West- 
ern Kentucky is known to cover more than 
double the territory that the famous Salt 
Creek anticline in Wyoming covers, and the 
second largest anticline is by far larger than 
the big Salt Creek dome. Bu six wells have 
been drilled upon one of these domeg or anti- 
clines, but that was many years ago, and all 
showed some oil and gas. The other anti- 
cling has never been tested out to see what 
it does contain, but seepages of both oil and 
gas can be found along the syncline, which 
is enough to show that it contains large 
quantities of both oil and gas. The Tramme] 
Creek dome in Allen county, Kentucky, is an- 
Other extensive dome, but is all held under 
lease by many companies and will be pretty 
thoroughly tested during the next few months. 
The Miller dome in the southeastern part of 
the county is just now being tested and is 
found to contain oil in commercial quantities 
at a very shallow depth, some of the wells 
producing from the depth of 129 feet. The 
Porter anticline north of Scottsville and a 
little west is yet to be given a proper test, 
but it is admirably located for a field, and 
the Moore dome in the northeastern section 
of the county is also an important one, being 
the offshooot of a monster dome, and the 
wells are not large producers. The present 
ani most productive dome in Allen county 
is the Scottsville dome, which reaches right 
up to the doors of the town on the south, 
and some very remarkable wells are being 
finished on this dome. Among them are the 
wells on the Jenkins, Mose Fisher and Stovall 
tracts. The western counties of Kentucky are 
full of domes and can easily be traced by 
anyone in anyway familiar with formations 
of the country, 


In the eastern section of the State some nice 
small pumpers are being found in several 
counties. Among the most important outside 
of those that have pipeline connectione is the 
Knox county field, which is now well leased 
over, and has quite a number of new wells un- 
der way. New work is also being done in Mc- 
Creary, Whitley, Laurel, Pulaski, Rockcastle, 
Jackson, Clay, Knott, Floyd, Pike, Magoffin, 
Martin, Wolfe, Lee, Bath, Clark, Powell, Meni- 
fee, Morgan, Lawrence, Carter, Greenup, Lin- 
coln and Wstill counties. So far nothing worth 
while has developed in Letcher, Harian and 
3ell counties along the Old Virginia border, 
and where the chances are exceptionally good 
for the finding of paying oil pools. 

Within the past few weeks much second-hand 
pipe has been shipped into Kentucky from 
the Ohio and Indiana flelds, and is being util- 
ized to good advantage in the drilling of shal- 
low holes where extra heavy casing is not 
required, The casing is bringing better prices 
than the quotations for new pipe. This is due 
to the fact that the oil people want the pipe 
and are willing to pay the price, whatever it 
may be. The Ohio Oil Company, the largest 
oil operating company in the country, that 
recently entered the Kentucky fleld, has aban- 
doned many wells in old territory in the Tren- 
fon limestone fields and shipped the material 
to the Irvine and other flelds, where it is in- 
terested in development work. This concern 
wherever it goes makes things move in a lively 
way, the same as it ie doing in the new 
Wyoming fields and also in Kansas, where it 
recently purchased some large production and 
acreage.

WYOMING. 


Casper, Wyo., May 29, 1917. 

Something is brewing around the Salt Creek 
field, in Natrona county. The Plan involves 
the Midwest Oil Company, the so-called Reed 
companies and a few independents. It is pro- 
posed to form a company in which all these 
interests would receive stock of nominal par 
value, and to which they ,would assign their 
contract with the Midwest Refining Company 
and all their leases. This new corporation 
then would be the only producer in the fleld, 
and it is understood that the Midwest Refining 
Company has agreed to increase its refining 
capacity so as to insure a greater increase in 
the production. It will, if the deal is consum- 
mated, lay another pipeline from Salt Creek 
to its Casper refining plant, so that the in- 
creased ~~ oe - be handled. The ar- 
rangement, carried out, will greatly sim- 
plify the handling of the Salt Creek produc. 
tion, besides increasing the revenue of pro- 
ducers through increased barrelage. Inas- 
much as the demand for Midwest Oi] Company 
stock comes from the Hast, it is supposed that 
the buyers are closely affiliated with sub- 
sidiaries of the Standard Oi] Company. 


Laying Pipelines. 


Work has started on the laying of a pipe- 
line by the Lllinois Pipeline Company from 
Chatham to Greybull. The line is already 
working from the Grass Creek fleld to Chat- 
ham, and this new addition will make a 
through line from Grass Creek to the re- 
fineries of the Greybull Refining Company and 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana. The 
Illinois Pipeline Company will also lay a line 
from Frannie to Greybull, which will give 
the refineries the product of the Elk Basin 
field, which is already connected with Frannie 
by a pipeline. This company’s line from 
the Big Muddy field to Casper is almost com- 
pleted, and oii will be run through it within 
a very short time. A pipeline is also proposed 
rom the Pilot Butte fleld to the railroad as 
Riverton, and may possibly be extended on 
through to Casper later on. It will require 
the largest part of the summer to complete 
the proposed lines. 


Grass Creek. 


The Grass Creek field, in Hot Springs county, 
produces the highest grade oil found so far in 
Wyoming. ‘More than 7,000 barrels a day are 
pumped from the field, and the oil is of a 
light green color and runs about 50 per cent. 
gasoiine. 

Grass Creek, discovered in the summer of 
1914, has gained in the last three years second 
place in production of oil in the Wyoming 
field The only dome which has a greater 
production is Salt Creek. Grass Creek is only 
about one-third drilled, and at a maximum 
production should produce about 21,000 barrele 
daily. 

Most of the Grass Creek field is owned by 
the Ohio Oil Company and the’ Midwest Oi! 
Company; however, there are a few independ- 
ent owners who have refused to gell to these 
large corporations. The wells in the Grass 
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Creek field are 720 to 1,700 feet deep. Up to 
the first of April this year it was reported 
that 171 wells had been drilled, 162 of which 
showed production in commercial quantities. 
Wells in the field often drill in showing 500 
to #00 barrels a day, but in a short time will 
settle down to a steady pumper of 50 to 100 
barrels. 

One lease of 440 acres, in the Grass Creek 
field, has had 49 wells drilled upon it, and 
shows 47 producing wells. Bert Orchard, who 
lives at Thermopolis, sold his royalty interest 
in a 160-acre tract for a snug fortune and is 
taking life easy. The Grass Creek dome is 
located thirty-five miles from Thermopolis, and 
can be reached by auto over a good highway. 
The oil from the field is piped to Chatham, a 
distance of sixteen miles, and sent by rail to 
Greybull; however, a pipeline is now being 
completed whereby the Grass Creek oil] will 
be pined directly to the Greybull refinery. 

The experimental stage is past. Many wells 
are discovered which are never reported to the 
public 

The Grass. Creek Oil and Development Com- 
pany is reported to have struck a shale oil pay 
in its test well in the eastern section of the 
Grass Creek field, but is going deeper to hunt 
for the regular Grass Creek sands. Shou!i 
this well prove a paying producer it will add 
much undeveloped territory between it and 
the field proper. The east of the Grass Creek 
field has been neglected because the central 
rr. of the field was demanding so much at- 
tention. 


Byron Gas Well. 


A leak in the monster gas well in the Byron 
field, in the northern part of Wyoming, which 
supplies fuel and light for Byron and numer- 
ous other places, after what appeared to be 
futile efforts ty stop it, waa finally checked. 
The break occurred some place below the 
ground, and the gas forced its way up through 
the crevices of the earth for a distance of 
many feet on every side of the mouth of the 
well. Manager Richardson, of the Gas and 
Plectric Company, was enabled to shut 
the waste flow in the well. So great was the 
apprehensian in Byron when the gas began 
escaping that an expert in Oklahoma was sen: 
for. The Byron well is reported the largest 
in the country. It has a continuous flow of 
58,000,000 feet and a rock pressure of 500 
pounds to the sauare inch. 5 

Depending on the fuel derivel from this 
well, with its wonderful flow of gas, the 
Lovell Gas and Electric Company last year 
spent a vast sum of money piping the gas to 
Lovell, where it is now installed in almost 
every home in the town. The big sugar fac- 
tory uses it as fuel to operate the factory. 
The Columbian Carbon Company, of Warren, 
Pa., was attracted to Wyoming the past year 
by this immense production, and while they 
are interested in the well. it was instrumental 
in determining their decision to build a $1,- 
000,000 plant just west of town, where they 
will make carbon black from gas from the 
field. Now that the well has been success- 
fully capped, steps will be taken at once to 
pack it in a manner that will prevent a re- 
currence of future trouble. This is the well 
that when first drilled in broke loose and blew 
for some months before shut in. 

Much attention is drawn to the Buck anti- 
cline, located in Niobrara county, just east 
of Lusk, on the Chicago and Northwestern 
Rallroad, as a result of development work in 
progress in that territory. The Wyoming- 
Montana Development Company, represente! 
by H. A. Rispin, has leased the Laisk-Wyo- 
ming Oil Company’s well, cleaned it out and 
is now driliing it to the Dakota sands, which 
it expects to encounter at about 3,000 feet. 
Tn addition this company is drilling another 
deep well on ite holdings in the same field. 
and has reached a depth of several hundred 
feet 

The Producers’ Oil Company, a_ subsidiary 
of the Texas Company, has acquired leases on 
approximately 3,000 acres on the Buck anti- 
cline, and has let the contract for its validat- 
ing work. which will commence within the 
next week or so. This will probably be fol 
lowed at an early date by more extensive 
development. 

The Big Indian Oil and Gas Company has 
holdings on the Buck Creek

section. 
All Over Wyoming. 


The Anaconda Development Company is mak- 
ing progress with its well near the town of 
Himes, in Big Horn county. Several other 
companies are expecting to start work in that 
section within a short time. 

The Bear Creek Oil and Gas Company Is ar- 
ranging to start a well on its holdings on the 
east side of the Big Horn River on Bear Creek 
and not far from Greybull. 

The Anaconda Development Company has 
the material on the ground near Himes for 
the construction of a ferry over the Big Horn 
River. hey will use it to transport their oil 


rigs and other heavy paraphernalia for drill-

Much interest is being taken by oil men in 
the country up Shell Creek and between Shell 
Creek and Hayattville. A Denver company 
has securei a biock of leases there and agreed 
to start a well within sixty days. <A deal has 
just been closed in which a block of 1,000 
acres was disposed of in the She!l Creek coun- 
try, anc within the next sixty days at least 
half a dozen wells are contracted to start work 
there. 

The well drilled in recently by the Merritt 
Ol Corporation on section 2 of the Big Muddy 
fleld is the best producer in that district thus 
far, according to reports from the scene of the 
well. The well has apparently settled down to 
a steady flew of about 400 barrels a day, which 
is 130 barrels better than the original Merritt 
well produced.

Nothing of any great importance has been 
reported from the two western counties the 
past few days and developments as a whole 
have been far from satisfactory. The Billings 
district in Noble county looked very good 
after the completion of the pioneer well on 
the Hoover farm, in section 22-23-2 west, but 
since then nothing of any great value has 
been struck. It looks as if the Mid-Continent 
. Petroleum Company had a failure in the test 
on the Berry farm in section 27-23-2 west. 
It is one-half a mile southwest of the dis- 
covery well and got the sand at practically 
the same depth as the Hoover, but it was 
barren. It is now drilling at 2,305 feet. 

At Garber, in Garfield county, a few com- 
Pletions are reported, but the wells are at- 
tracting no great attention. Many new loca- 
tions have been made during ‘the past few 
days, but as material is short it will be some 
time before they are all started. The Sinclair 
Oil and Gas Company has made over thirty 
locations of its own. The pool as a whole 
has not panned out as well as many expected. 

During the week there were three comple- 
tions reported, The Sinclair Oil and Gas Com- 
pany finished No. 7 Hoy, section 25-22-4 west, 
good for 50 barrels natural. The sand was 
struck at 1,085 feet. No. 6 Walker, section 
24-22-4 west, is a 15-barrel pumper at 1,150 
feet. The Empire Gas and Fuel Company fin- 
shed No, 7 on the Hoiston lease in secti 
25-22-4, which is a 10-barrel pumper at 1,162 
to 1,172 feet. Wells of this size are no great 
inducement at this time. 


South of El Dorado. 


With the completion of another good well 
in the Smeck district, south of El Dorado, in 
Butler county, Kansas, things are looking 
better for that development, and it has all 
the aspects of making a pool of some sig- 
nificance. ‘The well belongs to the Producers’ 
Oil Company and is No. 1 Smock, in_ the 
northeast of the southwest of section 2-27-5, 
and it is rated as a 400-barrel well in the 
sand at 2,655 feet. It is one location south 
and a location west of tthe discovery well. 
There are several other tests due within the 
next few days. 


Stone Bluff Pool. 


A further extension to the Stone Bluff pool, 
in southwestern Wagoner county, was recorded 
when the Blackhawk Oil Company, on the 
Winkler tract, in section 9-16-15, struck the 
sand at 1,206 feet, where a showing for a 70- 
barrel well was struck. This well extends the 
pool one-half mile to the east. There is not 
a great deal of work under way in this local- 
ity at the present time, but as soon as casing 
conditions become better an increase is looked 


for. . 
Bixby and Leonard. 


The Bixby pool, in Tulsa county, prac- 
tically redeemed itself during the past week 
by the completion of several more large 
producers, which goes to show that this ter- 
ritory is yet full of surprises for the 
operator, A dry hole cuts but little figure 
in this area and a location away may de- 
velop a good sized producer. The best 
of the week is the Gladys Oil Companys 
No. 5 on the Posey Mary lease in section 
17-16-13, which struck the top of the sand 
at 1,665 feet and at only 15 feet in the 
pay is making at the rate of 500 barrels a 
day. The Atlantic Petroleum Corporation's 
No. 19 on the Sanger farm in section 21-17- 
13 got the top of the sand at 1,662 feet and 
at 11 feet in is good for 258 barrels the 
first twenty-four hours. The Prairie Ol) 
and Gags Company got a 75-barrel natural 
producer in No. 2 on the Perryman farm 
in section 15-16-13 in a sand found from 
1,632 to 1,651 feet and in section 17-17- 
13 Sparks et al. got a 20-barrel pumper In 
No. 7 on the Crosby lease in the 1,701-foot 
sand. 

The Glenn pool, in Tulsa county, is show- 
ing up very well and some nice wells are 
being drilled in. Jackson, Markham & 
Wise completed No. 10 on the Crow farm 
in section 5-17-12 and after shot it is mak- 
ing 150 barrels. The top of the sand was 
struck at 2,154 feet and the botom at 2,198 
feet. The Rose City Oil Company’s No. 4 
on the Berryhill lease in section 17-17-11 
struck the top of the sand at 1,893 feet 
and at 1,918 feet is good for 35 barrels, In 
section 26-18-12 the Monitor Oil and Gas 
Company’s No. 11 Crow struck the top of 
the shallow sand at 980 feet and at a total 
depth of 1,018 feet was shot and is show- 
ing up for 100 barrels. The Cinco Oil Com- 
pany has a 20-barrel well at 1,632 feet in 
No. 10 on the George farm in section 33-17- 
11 and in section 4-17-12 C. B. Tibbins’ No, 
26 on the Clayton lease pumpeqd 15 barrels 
at 1,603 feet. 

At Bird Creek the Sperry Oil and Gas 
Company completed No. 10 on the Chisholm 
lease in section 13-21-12 and has a 10-bar- 
rel pumper in a sand found from 1,515 to 
1,525 feet. At Broken Arrow the Dundee 
Petroleum Company’s No, 9 Mayfield in sec- 
tion 20-18-13 struck the top of the sand 
at 1,612 feet and at 10 feet in is good for 
25 barrels after a shot. 

The Cleveland pool, in Pawnee county, 
furnished a 150-barrel starter in the third 
test of the Mayflower Oil Company on the 
Mayfield farm in section 11-20-8, which got 
the top of the Bartlesville sand at 2,454 feet 
and the bottom at 2,462 feet and was shot 
with 80 quarts. The Uncle Sam Oil Com- 
pany got a 2,839-foot failure on the Mon- 
ham farm in section 15-20-7. 


Well at Yale. 


The Yale poo] furnished several nice 
wells during the week and a large number 
of new rigs are being built for immediate 
development. Ross & Greis completed No. 
4 on the Prowant tract in the northwest 
corner of the southwest quarter of the 
northeast quarter of the southwest quar- 
ter of section 6-19-6, getting the top of the 
Bartlesville sand at 3,160 feet and at a to- 
tal depth of 3,214 feet it is making 250 bar- 
rels natural. The Home Oil and Gas Com-

In Washington county work is still active, 
and the usual number of completions are re- 
corded this week.

J. J. Shea got a 15-barrel well on the Tilloson 
farm. In section 34-28-14 E. J. Lambert’s No. 6 
fee is making 20 barrels, and in section 8-27-14 
the Tidal Oil Company’s No. 4 Wilson is good 
for 35 barrels, 


Near Towanda. 


Interest in the Kansas field is centered in 
Towanda township, Butler county, over the 
completion of several wells in the midst of a 
large producing area. The Alpine Oil Com- 
pany’s well on the Ralston farm in section 
10-26-4 is reported to be flowing on its own 
head at the rate of 00 barrels a day. The 
top of the sand was struck at 2,360 feet, which 
ie the depth at which pay was struck in the 
discovery well. It has never ceased flowing 
since the sand was encountered. The company 
has made three new locations, Nos. 4, 5 and 
6, and is making preparations to build the 
rigs. No. 3 on this lease is drilling ahead 
at 2,350 feet. The Trapshooters Oil Com- 
pany’s test on the Williams farm in the south- 
west corner of the northwest quarter of sec- 
tion 11-264 is considered one of the best wells 
yet drilled in that loca'ity. The top of the 
lime was struck at 2,365 feet, and the first 
oil was found at 2,414 feet, and the well was 
finished up at 2,430 feet and is good for at 
least 600 barrels. 

The completion of the Alpine Oil Company's 
well and the Eureka wells on the same lease, 
and the new we!l on the Williams lease, which 
adjoins the Ralston lease, have opened up a 
new lead to the pool, and the new territory 
a the appearance of developing into a large 
pool. 

The latest and most important well is that 
of the Carter Oil Company’s No. 1 on the 
Orban lease, in the southwest corner of the 
southeast quarter of the northwest quarter of 
section 11-26-4, which looks like one of the 
best wells in the pool. The top of the sand 
was found at 2,355 feet, and at 2,405 feet 
the oil is running over the top of the casing 
at the rate of 30 barrels an hour, and will 
be put to swabbing. This test is just a half 
mile east of the Trapshooters Oil Company’s 
well on the Williams farm. 

Interest during the middle of the week was 
centered around the Marshall et al. test on the 
Bisagno farm, in section 25-26-5. This well 
is a little over a mile southwest of the Haver- 
hil} Petroleum Company’s big producer on the 
Smock lease. The top of the sand was found 
at 2,650 feet. Results are being closely 
watched. 

On Saturday the Ramsey Oil Company bought 
the west section of the Dunkle farm in section 
5-25-5, a 640-acre tract adjoining the Ramsey 
lease, on which Hazlett et al. have a well 
producing in the deep sand and also several 
shallow-sand producers. The Ramsey Oi] Com- 
pany holds a lease on all except to the south- 
west quarter of the farm, which was recently 
sold to Hazlett et al, for $25,000. The Ramsey 
Oil Company has made a new location and is 
about ready to commence operations in the 
southeast quarter of the tract, 


El Dorado and Augusta. 


Work inside of the El Dorado pool is sup- 
plying some very creditable producers. In 
section 34-25-5 the Gypsy Oil Company’s No. 34 
on the Hazlett farm got the top of the sand 
at 2,555 feet and quit at 2,603 feet, and the 
well on the pump is making 200 barrels. No. 
87 struck the top of the sand at 2,481 feet, 
and at 2,525 feet is showing for 200 barrels. 
No, 1 on the Beaumont farm, near De Graff, 
in section 16-24-5, is shut down on top of the 
sand at 2,764 feet, and the 5 3-16-inch casing 
will be run before the well is drilled in. 

The Empire Gas and Fuel Company got a 
200-barrel well in No. 2 on the Adsit farm 
in section 35-25-4 at 2,430 feet, and in section 
30-25-5 the same company’s No. 16 on the 
Murray farm got the top of the sand at 2,514 
feet, and after drilling to a total depth of 
2.524 feet the hole filled up with water and 
the well will be plugged. The Sinclair Oil 
and Gas Company’s No. 6 on the Dillenbeck 
farm in section 35-25-4 found the sand from 
2,440 to 2,450 feet and is showing for 250 bar- 
rels. Gilliland et al. have a 200-barrel well in 
No. 5 on the Draper farm in section 27-25-5 
at 2,922 feet, and Skelly and associates No. 10 
on the same lease is making 100 barrels in 
a sand found from 2,467 to 2,497 feet. 

In the Augusta pool work is also active, but 
the results of the drilling are small, The 
Magnolia Petroleum Company got a 35-barrel 
pumper in No. 8 on the Deal farm at 1,986 
feet in section 21-27-4, and the Empire Gas 
and Fuel Company’s No. 2 Moyle got the top 
of the sand at 2,033 feet, and at 2,050 feet is 
reported to be doing 200 barrels. No. 3 on 
this lease is completed and pumping 75 bar- 
rels. The Mid-Kansas Oil Company com- 
pleted two wells on the Shreve lease in sec- 
tion 14-28-4 during the week, No. 2 found 
the sand from 2,557 to 2,578 feet and is show- 
ing for 300 barrels, and No. 4 got the top of 
the sand at 2,568 feet, and at a depth of 2,601 
feet is showing for 350 barrels. The Monitor 
Oil and Gas Company's No. 27 Brown in sec- 
tion 15-28-4 is good for 75 barrels at 2,511 
feet, and the Empire Gas and Fuel Company 
got 100 barrels production in a sand found 
from 2.507 to 2,511 feet in No. 5 on the Curry 
lease in section 16-28-4. 


New Rules for Commission. 


The new chief oil and gas conservation agent 
for the Oklahoma Corporation Commission has 
asked for the promulgation of certain regula- 
tions concerning the oil and gas business. The 
rules asked for by Mr. Walker are:— 

1. Rules governing plugging oil and gas 
wells and dry and abandoned holes. 

2. Requiring notices of the intention to drill, 
deepen or plug any well or wells, and of the 
exact location of each and every such well. 

8. Requiring monthly reports from all oll 
and gas pipeline companies, showing wells 
connected with their lines during the said 
month, and the amount of production taken 
therefrom; requiring daily reports showing the 
names of companies from which oil and gas 
are purchased, the amount purchased and the 
location of wells and leases from which same 
is produced. 

4. Requiring pipeline companies to furnish 
information on new wells and to give the 
name of the owner and operator of such wells 
and the location of the same; and prohibiting 
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connecting with wells wherein the conserva- 
tion orders and laws of the State have not 
been followed and wherein natural gas is being 
wasted. 

5. Prohibiting the shooting of wells in soft 
sands, except upon application to the commis- 
sion and permission therefor, 

6. Providing that the rules and regulations 
of the oil and gas department of the Corpora- 
tion Commission shall correspond with the 
rules and regulations of the Department of the 
Interior in reference to the drilling of oil and 
gas wells. 

7. Such further and additional rules, regula- 
tions and requirements as the Commission may 
deem advisable to secure the conservation of 
natural gas and crude oil or petroleum, and 
to assist in the enforcement of the oil and gas 
laws of the State. 


Far Reaching Decision. 


An important decision which is far-reaching 
and one that will have a lot to do with decid- 
ing like cases, has been handed out at Wash- 
ington by the United States Supreme Court. 

The gist of the decision is that the allot. 
ments to Indians enrolled by the Dawes Com- 
mission will stand against all attacks, even 
though an allottee was dead at the time of 
enrollment, and not even the government itself 
can cancei such an allotment. 

It affects titles to many Indian allotments 
in this State and to several valuable oil prop- 
erties in this section. It settles the Emma 
Coker case, involving $1,000,000 allotment in 
the Cushing field, and probably affects the cele- 
brated Tommy Atkins case now on trial be- 
fore Judge Ralph D, Campbell in the United 
States District Court. 

The case in which the decision was rendered 
was that of about fifty heirs of Barney Thlocco, 
a Creek, against the government, wherein the 
latter was seeking to cancel the allotment on 
the ground that Thlocco died before the date 
set by Congress for the enrollment of the In- 
dians. This was April 1, 1899. 

The Dawes Commission placed Thlocco’s

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name on the roll, however, and his allotment 
turned out a veritable gold mine, being worth, 
it is estimated, several million dollars. Al- 
ready about $2,500,000 worth of oil has been 
taken from the wells on the property, and they 
are still producing. 

In the trial before Judge Ralph E, Campbell, 
whom the United States Supreme Court sus- 
tained in its decision, Judge Campbell refused 
to permit the government to introduce proof 
to show that Thlocco died previous to April 1, 
1899, and was, therefore, according to the gov- 
ernment’s contention, not entitlei to an ailot- 
ment, but he did permit the fact to be shown 
that the Dawes Commission placed the rame 
on the rolls after hearing proof, 

He also held that a Federal statute re- 
quiring that certificates and patents of al- 
lotments of deceased Indians be issued to 
their heirs instead of to the Indians them- 
selves, as was done in the Thlocco case, 
was a mere formality of law and that there 
was no substantial difference, 


Judge Campbell also held that when the 
Secretary of the Interior back in 1906 can- 
celled the Thilocco allotment, after the 
Dawes Commission had reopened the case a 
year or two before for investigation, he haa 
no authority to do so. 


On all these points the high court upheld 
Judge Campbell's ruling. The decision in 
effect gives finality to the acts of the 
Dawes Commission, and places them beyond 
attack, as are the records of courts of rec- 
ord, in all cases where the commission took 
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ing experts in over 200 differ- 
ent lines of business.

Must File Logs of Wells. 


Following will be found a letter which 
has been mailed out to the producers “by 
the Oklahoma Corporation Commission, 
relative to filing logs of wells. 

We call your attention to rule 25 of or- 
der 837 as follows:— 

“The owner or operator shall, upon the 
completion of any well, file with the Cor- 
poration Commission a complete record or 
log of the same, duly signed and sworn to; 
and upon plugging any well for any cause 
whatsoever a completed record of the plug- 
ging thereof shall be made out and duly 
verified on blanks to be furnished by the 
commission. 

You are required to file complete recora 
ond lag of each ang every well you have 
failed to report. 

Rule 14, order 937, provides:— 

“All dry or abandoned wells, in addition 
to being plugged as prescribed by statute 
(section 4325 Rev. laws, Oklahoma, 1910), 
Shall be filled to the surface with mud- 
laden fluid of maximum density under gu- 
pervision of the Corporation Commission or 
its agent. Fresh water. whether above or 
below the surface, shall be protected from 
pollution.” 

Rule 25, order 937, reads:— 

“The owner or operator shall, upon the 
completion of any well, file with the Cor- 
poration Commission a complete record

or log of the same, duly sworn to upon 
forms prescribed by the commission, upon 
application; and upon plugging any well 


for any cause whatsoever, a complete rec- 
ord of the plugging thereof shall be made 
out, duly verified, on forms prescribed by 
the commission, and filed with the com- 
mission.” 

Rule 26, order 937, reads:— 

“All oil and gas operators shall, be- 
tween the first and tenth day of each cal- 
endar month take a gauge of the volume 
and rock pressure of all wells producing 
natural gas, and shall forthwith report to 
the Corporation Commission on blanks pre- 
scvibed by the commission.” 

On all wells the commission will ‘require 
reports as above from September 1, 1915, 
to date, inclusive

Will be Assessed Locally. 


Under a ruling which the Attorney General’s 
office of Kansas has sent out to the State 
Tax Commission, assessments of oil, gas and 
mineral leases in the State will be made in 
the districts in which the property is located. 
In the past no law has existed for the assess- 
ment of oil leases, 

The State Tax Commission has not estab- 
lished a general rule for the assessment of ofl 
wells based on production. Neither hag it 
established rules as to the valuations to be 
placed on oil, gas and mineral leases. These 
matters will be left to the judgment of the 
local taxation boards, subject to adjustment 


at the meeting of the State Board of Equal- 
ization, 


Two Deals in Kansas. 


In Chautauqua county, Kansas, two large 
deals were coneummated during the week. 
The famous old Albright lease south of 
town was bought by the Denman Brothers 
from the firm of Moore, Keeny and Albright. 
There are 440 acres contained in this lease, 
upon which there are thirty-three producing 


wells. Some of the first wells drilled in this 
field were located on this lease. John A. 
Bell, of Bartlesville, bought out the W. F. 


Lemmon oil and gas interests on the H. H. 
Layton farm, section 32-10-34. This lease 
covers about 200 acres of land and adjoins 
the 160-acre Dilliner farm, also owned by Mgr, 
Bell. There are two wells on the lease that 
will average 70 barrels a day. This will 
give Mr. Bell a solid block of land in a sec- 
— that has some of the best wells in the 
eld,

Million-Dollar Suit. 


In the district court at Okmulgee, Okla., 
before Judge E. B. Hughes, an important oil 
case was decided in a $1,500,000 suit. The 
plaintiffs were Louisa Barnes, Winnie Barnett 
and Rose Carules, all of negro or Indian blood. 
The defendants were C. F. Lynd, M. G. Clark, 
Fred Storm and the Producers’ Oil Company. 
The defendants are the fee owners and the 
plaintiffs claim prior right. The land was 
originally allotted to Ben Smith or Lewis, 
who died before attaining his majority. His 
mother was Annie Smith and his father was 
Will Smith. After both the mother and son 
were dead the title of the land was sold by 
the father and eventually passed on to the 
defendants. 

The plaintiffs in the case are all half-sistere 
of Annie Smith, the mother of Ben Lewis, 
They claimed that their sister was never mar- 
ried to Will Lewis; that Ben Lewis was an 
illegitimate child, and that therefore the land, 
on the death of Annie Smith, reverted to 
them. The court decided that Ben Lewia, 
under the law, was a legitimate child and that 
the land was inherited properly by his father.

CALIFORNIA. 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 27, 1917. 

Oonditions are rapidly approaching a crisis 
in California regarding the shortage of oil. 
It is practically impossible to secure supplies 
necessary for drilling, regardless of the price. 
Stec! mfils have not only greatly advanced 
their prices but have greatly curtailed their 
orders to customers The reason for this is 
that the, government has ordered them to pro- 
duce war materials to as nearly full capacity 
as possible with the result that their output 
to customers has been reduced from 50 to 65 
per cent gh for a total yearly pur 
chase the government will take but about 
15 per cent, of the steel mills’ goods, yet this 
all comes at one time of the year, leaving 
outside customers to a big disadvantage. 
Supply men have advised the oil companies 
in active operation to curtail] orders as much 
as possible, 

Apparently there is little choice but to a 
cept the advice; at the same time the shortage 
continues, with the knowledge that it will 
grow until conditions are changed The raii 
ways of Cl&ulifornia face a gloomy situation 
and state that within four months they will 
huve to retrench in shipping unless more oil 





ean be secured, The Southern Pacific Com 
puny burns in its engines about 40,000 bar 
rels of oil a day Its reserve supply is about 
exhausted Drilling on jands which could 








produce the amount of ‘oil aecessary has b 
refused by the government, which is in liti 
tion with the Southern Pacific over these 
lands. The railroad company is proceeding 
with drilling in places outs of the lands in 
question, but immediate relief of the situation 
is imposible.

TEXAS PANHANDLE. 


Fort Worth, Texas, May 28, 1917. 

A_review of the Panhandle petroleum fields 
of Northern Texas shows that leasers are still 
busy gobbling in all the acreage that they pos- 
sibly can, knowing full well that there is a 
heavy demand for the crude oil, and they be- 
ileve in getiing what they can while the getting 
is go00d. The stocks of crude are gradually on 
the decline. For years the territory in various 
directions from Wichita Falls were considered 
worthless, as the field was supposed to be de- 
fined, but late test work indicates that the 
field has only been scratched, Leasing is active 
in the Wichita Falls field, in three localities 
of the county, and although most of the de- 
sirable acreage had already been leased up, 
other leases are being taken, some of them 
many miles from any producing wells, and 
acreage in the immediate vicinity of produo- 
tion is changing hands at rapidly increasing 
figures, for as high as $300 per acre ig being 
paid by some of the anxious ones. Panhandle 
oil men are very anxious to get busy and 
start the drill, but there are things that 
prevent activity or extensive drilling, and one 
of them is the scarcity of water and a short- 
age to some extent of pipe as well as cables. 
The recent rain may help out a little, but the 
warm sunshine will make all signs of the 
rain disappear. Contractors are having a 
hard time securing drilling cable, and must 
order weeks or months ahead to get a cable. 

The wells located on the Sumner and Piper 
tracts, west of the Blectra pool, make that 
part of the territory look inviting. There are 
@ number of dry holes drilled between the 
Electra field and the wells on the two tracts 
mentioned, and it looks like an entirely new 
pool, and the size of the wellg will make it a 
prominent and active one, if such prove true. 
The average Texas oil man has discovered the 
fact that a dry hole only condemns a small 
@rea around it, and there is no more fear of 
drilling a short distance from a rank failure, 
while a few years ago one could not be hired 
with counterfit money to drill within a radius 
of several miles from a failure. 


Outside Drilling. 


In a wildeat well drilling by Nelson & Pat- 
terson, on the Westmoreland tract, near the 
hamlet of Rule, in Jones county, they struc 
a showing of gas at a depth of close to 1, 
feet. This gas was found on top of the lime 
formation. There are chances of finding oll in 
this well, as the formations are quite regular. 

The cause of the shutdown of the well be- 
ing drillel by the Republic Oil and Gas Com- 
pany of Dallas, near the town of Granberry, 
in Hood county, is unknown, ‘The report is 
that there is a lack of funds to push the work 
along, but this can hardly be, as the well has 
only been drilled less than a hundred feet. 

Cc. F. Coleor has been delayed with his test 
on the Scott tract, south of Graham, in 
Young county, by a@ broken shaft and bull- 
wheel. In the same field the well being drilled 
on the T. E. and L. Survey No. 1, by Stan- 
field & Beckworth, fg shut down on account 
of material, 

M. A. Low & Son- passed through forty feet 
of hard lime formation, which was found at a 
depth of 1,310 feet, in a test on the Jones 
tract, in Jack county, north of the town of 
Jackboror. 

In Taylor county, to the south of Abilene, 
the Hunch Oil and Gas Company found @ pay 
oil sand at 1,540 feet, but is drilling to the 
lower formations in hopes of finding a big 
producer, as the formations look very promis- 
ing as far as drilled, 

The Empire Gas and Fuel Company has 
reached a depth of 1,510 feet at a test on the 
Reynolds ranch, in Shackleford county, to 
the north of Albany, and is under-reaming the 
hole, 

It is announced that Palmer, Owen & Wilson 
have purchased the gas maing in the town 
of Weatherford, the county seat of Parker 
county, to the east of Mineral Wells, and will 
lay a gas line from the gas field to that town 
to connect with the pipe system in the town. 
This firm has close to 40,000,000 cubic feet of 
gae shut in in the Palo Pinto county field, 
and is drilling another on the Oakes tract, 
south of Mineral Wells. By piping the product 
to the town of Weatherford it will give them 
a ready market for the surplus gas. The Em-

plre Gas and Fuel Company (Doherty inter- 
ests), has a pipeline from the fleld to Mineral 
Wells. This company, though young in both 


the gas and oil industry, is getting into every 
known field in the country. This company is 
testing out the lower formations in Palo Pinto 
county, as its well on the Chesnut ranch has 
reached a depth of 4,220 feet and shut down. 
Its test on tthe Terry tract Is shut down at 
2,000 feet, and its test’ on the Hesse ranch is 
drilling, but yet at a depth above 500 feet, 
and No, 1 Watson tract is shut down. The 
Texas and Pacific Coal Company has reached 
a depth below 2,500 feet at its test on the 
Robinson tract, near Strawn. This company 
found a fairly good oil pay at a depth of 1,690 
feet in ite test well on the Smith tract, in 
Stephens county, but after giving it a shot 
concluded that it was not large enough to 
pay to pump and deeper drilling is resorted 
to in hopes of finding another pay. 


Leases at Big Prices. 


South of the Bilectra field, in the Wichita 


Falls district, some remarkable prices are be- 
ing paid for leases in the vicinity of the 
good well on the Burnett tract. The Magnolia 
Petroleum Company was the heavy purchaser, 
having secured a lease off Langford & Adams 
on a block of 200 acres of the Willlam Gaither 
tract, out of the Waggoner Bros. survey, a 
mite and a half west of the gushers, for a re- 
ported price of $200 per acre, and from W. W. 
Silk secured a lease on 240 acres of the Gibbs 
tract, northwest of the Gulf Production Com- 
pany’s well, at $300 per acre. Thomas and 
others were also interested in this lease with 
W. W. Silk. Many other leases have changed 
hands at lower figures, and those that were 
lucky enough to hold acreage in the vicinity 
are able to dispose of it at exceptionally heavy 
prices. 

Never before in the history of the Texas field 
has there been such a rush to buy second-hand 
pipe and other materials utilized in the drill- 
building refineries and oil pipe-

lines. Capitalists of Tulsa, Okla., and Beau- 
mont, Tex., have purchased the old pipeline

Good Burkburnett Well. 


In the Burkburnett field during the week one 
exceptionally fine well was found that will spur 
on more active development work in the deeper 
pay sands. The field is known as @ shallow 
sand proposition, but development work some 
months ago discovered that a deep sand ex- 
isted, which puts the fleld on a par with 
other fields of the Panhandle country.

Tampico, Mexico, May 19, 1917. 


There was cleared from the port of Tampico 
during the month of April 2,765,191 barrels 
of petroleum, which was a substantial increase 
over any previous shipment record. The ship- 
ments for March were the largest output up to 
that time, being 2,587,000 barrels. an increase 
over the previous month of 633,000 barrels. 
The largest preceding shipment, according to 
the best avallable statistics, only totaled 2,040,- 
000, which ‘was cleared in November, 1916. 

Of the April movement of petroleum from 
Tampico the United States received the most 
of the shipments, with the usual percentage 
going to South America, 

The inerease in the movement may be at- 
tributable to the fact that more tankers were 
available during the month, which materially 
increased the movement from this port. There 
were a number of ehort passage tankere en- 
tering and clearing, which permitted the bar- 
relage to. be increased and in two instances 
new tankers to this trade were introduced 
here, which also helped some, 

Another factor entering into the increased 
oll movement from this port is the fact that 
tankers are loading to greater depths now 
than heretofore, which materially increases 
the cargoes they can clear with. 

Heretofore there has been scarcely a tanker 
loading to capacity by virtue of the fact that 
the draft of water on the bar was not sufficient 
to permit them to do so. 

With the harbor improvements that are now 
under way increasing the depth of water over 
the bar, larger cargoes are made possible, and 
the clearances of petroleum month by month

production the Operators would be um- 
able to bear the heavy tax burden. Some 
of the larger companies, both American 


and British, which obtained concessions 
for oil exploitations during the adminis- 
tration of the late President Porfirio 
Diaz, were granted exemptions from all 
taxes for a period of }® years as one of 
the provisions of their contract with the 
government. Notwithstanding this plain 
letter of the contract, the present cen- 
tral government is enforcing the collec- 
tions of the excessive export tax from 
these companies. Payment of same is 
made under protest and a careful record 
is kept of all amounts so paid, and these 
will form the basis for claims against 
the government by the different com- 
vanies, it is stated. 

The government has also levied and is 
enforcing the collection of a tax of 1 
cent per gallon on crude gasoline and of 
1. cent per gallon on refined gasoline ex- 
ported. The gasoline export business 
through Tampico is increasing constantly, 
due to the establishment of additional 
topping plants and the full operation of 
the large refineries.

Addendum. 


Since writing the above, our attention 
has been attracted to a new discovery 
which promises to play a very important 
role in the future development of the 
nitrate industry in the United States. 

t\t the last meeting of the American 
Institute of Chemical Engineers held at 
New York in January, Professor John E 
Bucher, of Rrown University, made the 
first public announcement of a new proc- 
ess invented by him for the fixation of 
atmospheric nitrogen. 

As has been reported by the Oil, Paint 
and Drug Reporter in a previous issue, 
Professor Bucher has found that nitrogen 
will combine with an alka’i and carbon 
in the presence of powdered iron or tron 
ore as catalyzator to form cyanide of so- 
dium, with the iron uncombined. No elec- 
trie power is required, the operation can 
be carried on in an ordinary furnace with 
the adnrission of air, at very low cost. 
by treatment with steam, the sodium 
cyanide js converted to bicarbonate of 
sodium and ammonia. Furthermore, by 
leading some waste gas (carbon dioxide) 
from the furnace into a sodium cyanide 
solution Professor Bucher obtains urea 
which is three times as rich in nitrogen 
us nitrate of sodium and twice as rich 
as ammMonium sulphate. .

Again some university graduates, not 
having specialized in technical lines, but 
being on account of individualities and 
characteristics poor analytical or re- 
‘search chemists, might become excellent 
works chemists.

IV. Location of the research and

Location of Laboratories. 


Location of the research and technical 
laburatcries must be absolutely at the 
same spot. During the manufacturing 
on a semi-factory scale the technical 
chemist must very often avail himself 
of the experiences of the research chem- 
ist who has worked out the process on a 
smaller scale. On the other hand the 
research chemist must know of the pos- 
sibility of carrying out a laboratory proc- 
ess on a technical scale and for this 
often the advice of the practical chem- 
ist in the technical laboratory is neces- 
sary. In other words the hand in hand 
working of the research and technical 
laboratory is an absolute requirement 
for success. 

These laboratories should, if possible, 
be jiocatee in the proximity of a un:- 
versity city, so that the chemists can 
always have the opportunity to consult 
a complete chemical library and where, 
if necessary, co-operation can be obtained 
frum outside specialists or scientists 
(university professors and consulting 
chemists) as has been the custom of the 
European chemical industry for many 
years past with the most gratifying re- 
sults. 

V. Manufacturing of all organic 
ucts, if possible, at one place. Large 
concerns om account of various reasons 
might find it necessary to manufacture 
the different products at different loca-

This circumstance 
should by all means, if possible, be

The elimination of the proposed 10 
per cent horizontal tariff on imported 
g00ds by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee led traders to believe that be- 
fore the revenue bill is final'y adopted 
many of the provisions will be modi- 
fied to such an extent as to be less 
obnoxious to the drug industry. This 
brought out an easier feeling, so far as 
the imported commodities were con- 
cerned. Trading in crude drugs was 
reported as routine only, but a good 
inquiry was noted for the specialties, 
including glycerine, quinine, formal- 
dehyde, sugar of milk and the salicy- 
lates. Transportation difficulties were 
market factors, as well as the fluctua- 
tions in exchange rates. 

Price changes were numerous, revi- 
sions being upwards in most instances. 
Gum opium was offered in a small 
way at unchanged prices. Trading in 
opium derivatives was restricted large- 
ly by the extremely high prices pre- 
vailing. Cocaine for spot or nearby 
delivery was in scanty supply amd 
prices named were more or !ess nomi- 
nal. Interest centered in the quinine 
situation. Apprehension over the safe- 
ty of a large cargo of sulphate and 
bark now afloat brought out a good 
inquiry, and “outside” operators were 
able to book business at a premium 
over the manufacturer’ basis. Manu- 
facturers offered the salts in a limit- 
ed way, pending the arrival of ship- 
ments of bark from Java. 

Manufacturers advanced prices for 
Rochelle salts, seidlitz mixture, cream 
of tartar, and tartaric acid. Acetani- 
lid was marked up generally, following 
the action of one of the leading manu- 
facturers, announced a week ago. The 
strength was due to the higher cost 
of basic materials. Production of su- 
gar of milk is restricted on account of 
the heavy demands for other milk 
products, and with the demand active 
prices again were marked up. 

A heavy export demand for glycerine 
was in evidence, but owing to the sold- 
up condition of the market, little busi- 
ness was actually placed. The prices 
for ail grades of glycerine were ad- 
vanced, and closing prices were within 
a fraction of a cent from the high 
record level established about a year 
ago. Domestic inquiry for glycerine 
also was good. Formaldehyde was 
strong, and in several quarters higher 
prices were named. Saccharin met 
with a steady demand and with sup- 
plies diminishing, sales went through 
at higher prices. Balsams were strong, 
spot stocks being well c'eaned up. 

Coal-tar products were firmly main- 
tained, in sympathy with the stea 
position of the .bases. Offerings of 
toluol by producers were light so as to 
eonserve stocks for pending govern- 
ment needs. Naphthaline was offered 
more freely for shipment. 

Vanilla beans met with an improv- 
ed demand. Mexican beans were strong 
at the close, owing to the shortage 
in the present crop and the rise in ex- 
change, which affects export taxes, ete. 
Bourbons of good quality a!so were 
firmer. The situation in camphor un- 
derwent little or no change. There 
were sellers of Japanese refined for 
shipment at easier prices. ‘Menthol for 
shipment was easier, but spot quota- 
tions held on the former basis. 

Essential oils were in good démand 
and higher prices were reported for 
peppermint, bergamot, sweet Italian 
orange, wormseed, nutmegs, mace, 
lemongrass, lavender flowers, rose ger- 
anium, cloves and Bois de rose. Spices 
and seeds were firmer, the demand be- 
ing seasonab’e and stocks on hand 
moderate. 

Shellac for spot delivery was a shade 
easier, in view of the developments in 
Washington in regard to the revenue 
bill, but futures were firmer in sympa- 
thy with Calcutta.

(For a detailed 
report on the market see dyestuffs.) 

BENZOL,—It was reported that in- 

quiries for large quantities of benzol 
for export were in the market. So 
far as could be learned, however, busi- 
ness actually placed was insignificant, 
due chiefly to the fact that new pur- 
chasing methods are being worked out 
in this country for the Allies. Do- 
mestic business in pure benzol was 
reported as routine in volume, and 
prices were nominally unchanged at 
55@60c, per gallon, according to quan- 
tity. 
BETA-NAPHTHYLAMINE. — Tech- 
nical beta-naphthylamine was offered 
on the spot last week on the basis of 
$2 per pound. For the sublimed sellers 
were asking nearer $3 per pound. 

BENZIDINE BASE.—Offerings were 
moderate, producers in many instances 
being well sold up. Nominal quotations 
ranged from $2 to $2.10 per pound. Ben- 
zidine sulphate was quoted at $1.75@2 
per pound. 

BETA-NAPHTHOL. — The undertone 
of the market was steady in the ab- 
sence of any selling pressure, and prices 
held on the basis of 75@80c. per pound 
for the sublimed and 70@75c. per pound 
for the commercial or unsublimed. 

CRESOL.—U. S. U. cresol was firmer, 
in sympathy with cresylic acid, sellers 
asking from 19c. to 20c. per pound, spot 
delivery. 

DINITROTOLUOL.—There was a fair 
inquiry for this intermediate, and the 
market closed steady at 60@65c. per 
pound, some sellers being firm at the 
outside figure. 

NAPHTHA.—While the demand for 
soivent naphtha has shown steady im- 
provement, the supplies available are 
still large and prices are barely steady. 
The paint trade has been showing more 
interest in this solvent. Pure naphtha 
was quoted at 20@25c. per gallon, spot 
delivery, with contract prices nominal 
at 18@20c. per gallon, according to 
quantity and seller. 

NAPHTHALINE.—It was_ reported 
that pure white flake sold for nearby 
delivery on the car-lot basis of 9%c. per 
pound. For spot lots most sellers were 
holding out for 10c. per pound. There 
was a good inquiry for naphthaline 
flake, and with offerings for spot de- 
livery limited, producers being well sold 
up, the undertone of the market re- 
mained firm. 

PARANITRANILINE.—The market 
was steady on smaller offerings, 
prices holding at $1.15@1.25 per pound, 
spot and forward delivery. 

PARA - NITRO - TOLUOL, — There 
was a good demand for this interme- 
diate, and with producers well sold up 
the market closed firm and slightly 
higher at $1.50@1.60 per pound. 

PHENOL.—Sales of U. S. P. phenol 
for spot delivery were reported at 42c. 
per pound, in drums. The undertone 
of the market was steady. It was re- 
ported that foreign consumers were 
showing more interest in the market. 
Phenol for forward delivery was nomi- 
nally quoted at 40@42c, per pound. 

TOLUOL.—Producers offered toluol 
in a limited way only, pending devel- 
opments in regard to government 
business. It is reported that further 
large quantities of trinitrotoluol will 
soon be taken, which would force pow- 
der makers into the market for toluol. 
Deliveries on old contracts are heavy 
and producers, under present condi- 
tions, are not disposed to push new 
business. Dealers quote the market 


at $2@2.10 per gallon in drums, spot 
delivery. Contract business went 


through at $1.90 per gallon, in tanks. 
Producers quote the market as nomi- 
nal at $1.75@2 per gallons, as to quan- 
tity, prompt shipment, with far off de- 
liveries held at $1.50@1.75 per gallon. 


SUNDRY DRUG ITEMS. 


ACETANILID.—Due to the higher 
position of acetic acid and aniline oil 
manufacturers advanced prices for 
acetanilid to the extent of 3c. per 
pound, establishing the market at 45@ 
46c. per pound, There was a fair in- 
quiry and sales were noted at the re- 
vised basis. 

ACETPHENETIDIN.—tTrading was 
quiet and prices were irregular, but 
closed the week about unchanged. Sell- 
ers were asking from $24 to $25 per 
pound, according to quantity and de- 
livery. 

AGAR-AGAR.—The market closed 
firmer in sympathy with conditions at 
primary centers. No. 1 agar-agar was 
advanced to 61@62c. per pound, a net 
gain of ic. for the week. The No. 3 
held at 48c@49c. per pound. 

ALCOHOL.—Demand for alcohol was 
inactive, but with stocks moderate 
prices for all descriptions were firmly 
maintained. Grain alcohol, 190 proof, 
U. S. P., held at $3.07@3.09 per gallon, 
with cologne spirits, 190 proof, at $3.09 
@3.11 per gallon. Denatured alcohol 
was quoted by leading producers on 
the basis of 71@72c. per gallon for the 
180 proof, and 72@74c. for the 188 
proof. Refined wood alcohol held at 
$1@1.05 for the 95 per cent. Puri- 
fied wood alcohol was firm at $1.45 
per gallon. Exports of alcohol for 
the nine months ending with March 
amounted to 46,627,768 proof gallons, 
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which compares with 5,923,195 proof. 
gallons for the corresponding period a 
year ago, and 138,516 proof gallons for 
the same time two years ago. This 
enormous increase in exports explains 
the high prices now asked. 

ANTIPYRINE, —Spot offerings of 
antipyrine were limited, and prices 
were firm and more or less nominal, 
ranging from $19 to $20 per pound. 

BAY RUM.—The market ruled firm 
at the recently advanced basis of $2 
per gallon for the Porto Rican product. 

BORAX.—While the market was 
firm, prices closed unchanged at 7%@ 
8c. per pound for the crystals and 
granulated, spot delivery. On for- 
ward contracts 74@7%c. might have 
been done for round lots, 

BROMIDES. — In sympathy with 
basic materials, a firmer market pre- 
vailed for potassium bromide. Quota- 
tions, while unchanged, were more or 
less nominal at the close at $1@1.10 
per pound. There was a better in- 
quiry for the bromides. 

BROMINE.—Under a better inquiry 
and with competition not so keen, the 
market closed firm at 55@60c. for the 
technical and 65@70c. for the U. S. P. 

CAFFEINE.—It was reported that 
caffeine alkaloid sold in a small way 
for spot delivery as high as $13 per 
pound. Offerings were light and prices 
were nominal throughout the week. 
Citrated caffeine closed unchanged at 
$8 per ounce. 

CASTOR OIL.—Offerings by domestic 
crushers were limited, and the market 
for castor oil closed strong, with prices 
named more or less nominal. Manufac- 
turers quote on the basis of 24c. per 
pound for the No. 1 in barrels and 23%c. 
per pound for the No. 3 in barrels, prices 
being unchanged compared with a week 
ago. A quantity of Japanese castor oil, 
spot delivery, was offered at 25c. per 
pound. Second hands were asking a 
premium over the manufacturers’ prices. 
Advices from London, under recent date, 
report as follows:— 

The Minister of Munitions has fixed a maxi- 
mum of £80 per ton for ‘‘castor oil,’’ but there 
is no indication as to what quality this repre- 
sents. The assumption is that the price ap- 
plies to industrial oil, but a ruling on the 
question is required, as there are at least four 
grades, of which the highest is the medicinal 
quality, which on this basis would be worth 
at least £6 per ton more. It must be re- 
membered that these fixed prices do not apply 
to total sales or purchases aggregating five 
tons in any one calendar month. The charge 
allowed to be made for packages (£4 per ton) 
is much below the cost, as a case containing 
four 40-pound tins costs at least 7s, 6d. per 
case. These prices are net, naked, ex ship, 
mill or warehouse in the United Kingdom, 
thus no allowance is made for oil distributed 
fro, such centers as London or Liverpool, 
which adds to the additional cost, but by the 
terms of the order this is not taken into con- 
sideration. Meanwhile business is suspended. 

CODLIVER OIL.—While the demand 
for codliver oil was inactive, prices here 
ruled steady under moderate offerings 
from primary markets. Norwegian oil 
was held at $120@130 per barrel, accord- 
ing to seller. Newfoundland oil for spot 
delivery held at $75@80 per barrel. Re- 
garding fishing operations in Norway 
mail advices, dated May 10, report that 
the fishery at Finmarken is making but 
slow progress. The total catch to date 
is estimated at 21,900,000 fish, against 
42,585,000 for the corresponding period 
a year ago. The yield of oil to date is 
placed at 32,112 barrels, against 50,988 
barre's for the same time a year ago. 

COCAINE.—The spot market was al- 
most bare of supplies and prices 
throughout the week were more or 
less nominal, Manufacturers quote the 
market as unchanged at $7.25@$7.50 per 
ounce for the hydrochloride. Second 
hands were holding out for a _ sub- 
stantial premium over this basis, 

COCOA BUTTER.—Demand for co- 
coa butter was quiet, and with some 
selling pressure noted the undertone 
of the market was barely steady at 
the close. For the butter in bulk sell- 
ers were asking around $3lc. per 
pound. Wrapped fingers closed at 39@ 
40c. per pound, a decline of le. for the 
week. 

COUMARIN, — Stocks are meagre, 
manufacturers being well sold up, 
and prices were nominal throughout 
the week, ranging from $19@$20 per 


pound. Sales were noted on the $19 
basis. 
CREAM OF TARTAR.—Manufac- 


turers advanced prices 2c. per pound, 
in sympathy with the higher cost of

25@26c. was asked. 

PEPPER.—It was reported that sales 
during the last two weeks have 
amounted to upwards of 350 tons, spot 
and afloat. This active buying devel- 
oped strength in the local market and 
prices closed strong, especially on 
Lampong and Singapore black. A week 
previous there were sellers of Singa- 
pore black on the spot at 26c. but at 
the close quotations ranged from 26c. 
to 27%c., according to quantity and 
seller. Lampong was advanced to 27@ 
27%c., spot delivery, while for May- 
June 26%c. was asked. White Singa- 
pore was offered on the previous basis 
of 26@27c. per pound. All spot quota- 
tions for peppers were largely nominal. 


SHELLAC. 


The elimination of the 10 per cent 
import tax from the proposed revenue 
bill by the Senate Finance Committee 
deve’oped an easier tone in the spot 
market for shellac. Futures, however 
were firmer, due to the steady position 
of the Calcutta market, the complicatec 
exchange’ situation and the strictei 
freight regulations. According to pri- 
vate cables from Calcutta practically ne 
prompt freight room is available. The 
Calcutta market held around 56@56%c 
per pound for T, N. shellac, c. and ft 
New York. The steamer Africanic is 
now made due at New York on June 6 
The de’ay in the arrival of the 12,000. 
odd packages of shellac on this steamer 
has seriously affected trading. 

In London the market closed the week 
at 220s. per hundredweight for T. N. 
spot delivery, which compares with 219s 
a week ago. The stock of shellac in 
London on June 1 amounted to 37,395 
cases, of which 32,747 cases consisted ot 
orange. 

T. N. for spot delivery sold at 60c. pei 
pound, which compares with 62c., the 
high record level of a week ago. Spoi 
prices were largely nominal. T. N. for 
July forward de@ivery was offered at 
58c, per pound, plus duty, an advance of 
le. over the former basis. Fine orange 
for spot delivery was offered at 65c., 
with second at 62c. Bleached, bone dry 
spot delivery, closed at 72c., while on 
forward business 68c. could have been 
done. Commercial bleached on the spot 
was unchanged at 60c., while 56c. was 
asked for July forward delivery, plus 
duty.

WAXES. 


BEESWAX.-—The spot market for 
beeswax was wholly nominal towards 
the close, owing to the uncertainty 
regarding the proposed import tax. 
Crude yellow beeswax held at 45@47c. 
per pound, with the refined at 48@50c. 
per pound. Imports of beeswax in 
March ‘amounted to 248,527 pounds, 
valued at $87,282. Imports for the nine 
months ending with March amounted 
to 1,487,404 pounds, valued at $450,847. 

CARNAUBA.—Spot quotations for 
carnauba wax were largely nominal, 
in view of the pending developments 
in Washington in regard to the rev- 
enue bill. No. 3 carnauba ‘“‘chalky” 
was held at 39@40c. per pound. 

JAPAN.—Demand for Japan wax 
was quiet, and with offerings for for- 
ward shipment liberal, -the market 
was irregular. Wax for spot delivery 
was quoted at 15@15%c. per pound, ac- 
cording to quantity and seller. On for- 
ward business 138%@l4c. could have 
been done on standard brands. 

PARAFFINE.—Spot quotations for 
practically all grades of  paraffine 
vaX were more or less nominal, due to 
the sold up condition of refiners and 
the strong position of the market for 
crude oil. There was a steady demand 
from foreign and domestic sources. 
Domestic refined, 125 degrees melting 
point, was quoted at 9%@l0c. per 
pound. For the 133 degrees as high as 
12c. was asked. Exports of paraffine 
wax for the nine months ending with 
March amounted to 258,991,623 pounds, 
as against 255,000,379 pounds for the 
corresponding period a year ago, and 
206,513,491 pounds in 1915,

To Prosecute Frauds in Patent Medi- 


cine Advertising at Washington. 


Washington, June 1, 1917. 


Immediate prosecution of frauds con- 
nected with advertising.of patent medi- 
cines have been undertaken by the ad- 
vertising vigilance committee of the Re- 
tail Merchants’ Association of the Dis- 
trict after a conference with William H. 
lamar, solicitor for the Postoffice De- 
partment, who has promised his staunch- 
est co-operation. 

A committee including several attor- 
neys employed by the government and 
several prominent retail druggists has 
been appointed to prepare the evidence 
lor presentation to District Attorney 
John E. Laskey. 

Judge Lamar stated that a great de- 
erease of mail order frauds, particularly 
in the sale of patent medicines, has been 
noted in the last five years. The com- 
mittee from the Retail Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation is to seek the co-operation of the 
Hiousekeepers’ Alliance amd the District 
Federation of Women’s Clubs.

New Standards for Flavoring Extracts 


in Canada. 


The Canadian regulations of October 
17, 1912, prescribing standards for certain 
flavoring extracts have been repealed 
and new standards have been prescribed 
by an order in council of March 31, 1917. 
The former provisions remain in force, 
with the following additions: 

In the case of synthetic or natural 
preparations not conforming to the pre- 
scribed standards and of extracts forti- 
fied with such natural or. synthetic 
prepations, the labels must bear the 
word ‘“‘Artificial’’ or ‘“Imitation,’’ or an 
equivaient word, in the first instance, 
and the word ‘“‘Compound”’ or ‘‘Mixture”’ 
in tie latter case, in type as large and 
conspicuous as that used in any other 
word used cn the label. Vanilla extract 
must contain no coloring matter other 
than that derived from the vanilla bean, 
but artificial and compound extracts of 
vanilla may contain added color if the 
word “Colored” appears on the label in 
type as large and conspicuous as that 
used ip any other word. In all other 
respects the present regulations are the 
same as those previously in force.

Stamp Tax on Pharmaceutical Prod- 


ucts in Italy. 


° 

The stamp tax on pharmaceutical spe- 
caties amounting to 0.10 hra for each 
lira or fraction thereof of the retail price 
has beet: reduced to 0.06 lira in the case 
of perfumery and medicinal specialties 
the selling price of which, exclusive of 
the tax, is more than 0.20, but not more 
than 6.50 lira (lira, $0.193). Similar goods 
se.ling for not more than 0.20 lira are 
exempt from the tax. The maximum re- 
tail price must be indicated on the wrap- 
pers of packages when the price ex- 
ceeds 0.20 lira. 

Exemption is authorized in the case of 
common soaps (unscented) put up in a 
form prescribed by the decree, but soaps 
of the same quality are subject to tax 
when sold in the shapes used for toilet 
soap. 

For the purposes of the tax, medicinal 
specialties are defined as products used 
or applied for curative purposes to which 
the manufacturers give a_ distinctive 
niume, those which bear beside’ their 
techn cal name additional des‘gnations, 
‘ those in regard to which the manu- 
factuie:s claim priority of invention or 
exclusive property, or for which they 
( ain superiority by means of advertise- 


,ents, lakes, ete. The tax is not ap- 
icaole to medicinal .preparations com- 
0 el by pharmac'sts for retail sale to 
e oan customers, provided they be.

Trading showed the effects of the hol- 
iday, and the general market for chem- 
icals was not very active during the 
period under review. Urgent require- 
ments appear to have been temporarily 
satisfied, and in some lines spot offer- 
ings have been made along more liberal 
lines. Arrivals of bleach from out-of- 
town points have been difficult to move 
rapidly, and rather than store goods 
during the hot weather period dealers 
have shaded prices, both on large and 
small drums. This market at the close 
was easy, with demand slow. On ship- 
ments of bleaching powder over next 
year producers are not inclined to shade 
2%c. a pound, and orders have been 
booked from this figure up to 3c. a 
pound. Uncertainty of labor, fuel and 
the cost of crude materials has made the 
outlook for future prices in several 
items an unsettled proposition, and there 
are many producers who show no dis- 
position to push 1918 business. Those 
who are accepting contracts are adding 
enough to the price to discount a lot of 
the above-named uncertainties. <A bet- 
ter tone is noted to the soda ash market, 
although prices show no material change 
at the close of the week. Caustic soda 
has found an active outlet, and the mar- 
ket, while subjected to keen competition 
at times, closed strong, with prices 
steady around the high levels. Chloride 
of barium has been a shade easier on 
spot, with sales in a small way reported 
at 4%c. a pound and a possibility of 
shading this figure on a round lot. The 
scarcity of argols has forced producers 
to advance prices of cream of tartar and 
tartaric acid. Cyanide of soda is a trifle 
easier on spot, with busines rather 
quiet. Sales of caustic potash, high 
test, have been made at a small advance 
and the spot market has remained in 
very limited supp'y. White arsenic is 
very firm, both on spot and for future 
shipment. Alum is attracting buyers at 
the late advance, and the position of the 
market is strong, owing to the higher 
cost of production. Below is a detailed 
market report of the principal items of 
chemical interest :— 


CHEMICALS. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—Export ship- 
ments are steadily falling behind those 
of last year. During March the foreign 
movement amounted to 879,680 pounds, 
valued at $37,655, compared with 2,255,- 
387 pounds, valued at $154,938, for the 
same month in 1916. Exports for nine 
months ending March 31 were 9,936,270 
pounds, valued at $486,079, compared 
with 12,791,102 pounds, valued at $565,- 
218, and 18,102,502 pounds. valued at 
$321,897 for like periods in 1916 and 1915 
respectively. The contract price is 
firmly sustained at 4.50@4.55c. a pound, 
depending on quantity, and additional 
offerings are limited. 


ALUM.—Sales are being made at the 
recent advance, and the market shows 
a firm tendency. The increased cost of 
production has created a strong basic 
situation. Sales of chrome alum are 
reported at 19@20c, a pound. Dealers 
quote 4144@5c. for ammonia and 6@7c. 
for potash lump alum. Sulphate of 
alumina ranges from 2c. to 4c. a pound, 
according to grade. 

ARSENIC.—Only 13,998 pounds, val- 
ued at $6,883, were imported daring 
March, Imports for the same month 
last year amounted to 371,242 pounds, 
valued at $18,006. Imports for nine 
months ending March 31 were 1,361,613 
pounds, valued at $102,434, against 
2,214,983 pounds, valued at $88,196, and 
3,311,669 pounds, valued at $153,704, for 
similar periods in 1916 and 1915 respec- 
tively. The local market remains in 
very limited supply, with dealers quot- 
ing spot at prices ranging from 18c. to 
20c. a pound and shipments from July 
forward at 16c. a pound, 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The in- 
terval has occasioned no change in the 
position of this market, Output is well 
taken care of and additional: offerings 
are limited. Makers quote the market 
for car lots at 2c. in barrels and 2.15c. 
in kegs, f. 0. b. works. A premium of 
1-5e. is exacted by producers for deliv- 
eries in this territory, less the usual 
discount terms. Deliveries over 1918 
are being booked at 2c, a pound for 
barrels and 2.15c. for kegs at works. 

BLEACHING POWDER. — Official 
figures show no arrivals during the 
month of March against 69,477 pounds, 
valued at $5,838 for this month in 1916. 
Imports for nine months ending March 
31 were 65,564 younds, valued at $3,888, 
compared with 2,873,206 pounds, val- 
ued at 69,452 and 16,311,069 pounds, val- 
ued at $173,647 for the same periods in 
1916 and 1915 respectively. Demand for 
immediate shipment has  remai‘red 
quiet during the interval and seconu 
hands have resorted to moderate com- 
petitive tactics to

BLUE VITRIOL. — Foreign  ship- 
ments during the month of March were 
very heavy. Official records show the 
export movement for March to be 
5,005,350 pounds, valued at $655,263, 
against 155,214 pounds, valued at $22,708 
for the same month last year, Ex- 
ports for ning months are 13,783,791 
pounds, valued at $1,627,432, compared 
with 8,285,377 pounds, valued at $617,719, 
and 7,494,903 pounds, valued at $313,087, 
for the same periods in 1916 and 1915 
respectively. Dealers generally are 
asking 9%c. for prime large crystals, 
although some business is reported at 
9%c, a pound. Small crystals are quiet 
and held at 9@9%c. 


BRIMSTONE.—On the official record 
imports of 19 tons are shown for the 
month of March, compared with 3,047 
tons for the same month last year. Im- 
ports for nine months ending March 31 
were 11,792 tons, compared with 18,207 
tons for the same time last year and 
18,900 tons in 1915. The export move- 
ment shows improvement, shipments for 
March being 11,129 tons, against 2,999 
tons for the same month last year. Ex- 
ports for nine months are 126,487 tons, 
against 49,352 tons and 44,289 tons for 
corresponding periods in 1916 and 1915, 
respectively. The market is unsettled 
and in limited supply, so far as addi- 
tional quantities are concerned. The 
price is more or less nominal at $35 per 
long ton at the mines. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—The local mar- 
ket continues in very limited supply of 
the 88@92 per cent. test. Dealers report 
sMall sales at 87@88c. a pound on spot. 
Immediate shipments of the 70@75 per 
cent. test are offered at 65c. per pound. 
General business is reported quiet. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Demand has shown 
a fair degree of activity during the in- 
terval, and while dealers assert receipts 
have been a little freer, demand has ab- 
sorbed offerings and no surplus stocks 
are noted. Prices have ranged from 6 to 
6%4c. a pound for 76 per cent., but deal 
ers at the close asked 64% @6%c. a pound. 
Producers name 3c. a pound as the con- 
tract price basis, 60 per cent., at works 
over 1918. 

CHLORATE OF POTASH.—Small-lot 
trading has taken place at 55@56c. a 
pound on spot. This business has been 
placed entirely by second hands, as pro- 
ducers are holding for 25c. a pound for 
contracts. 

CHLORATE OF SODA.—Second-hand 
offerings have been noted at 25c. Sup- 
plies are scarce for resale, and the mar- 
ket is steady, with leading factors not 
quoting. 

CYANIDE OF SODA.—Importations 
during March amounted to 545,976 
pounds, valued at $261,241, against 18,500 
pounds, valued at $3,863, for March last 
year. Imports for nine months ending 
March 31 were 1,383,192 pounds, valued 
at $581,254, compared with 559,206 
pounds, valued at $87,462, and 6,063,659 
pounds, valued at $934,354, for like 
periods in 1916 and 1915. The majority 
of dealers quoted 80c. a pound for 
spot during the week, but sales were 
made as low as 75c. at intervals. 

SODA ASH.—No material change in 
prices has taken place during the in- 
terval, although the feeling at the 
close was a little firmer. Sales of 
light 58 per cent, in bags are reported 
at 2.80@3c. a pound, and leading deal- 
ers generally quoted the maximum 
figure at the close. Barrels are held 
at 3%c. a pound. Contracts for re- 
quirements over 1918 are quoted at 2c. 
a pound on the basis of 48 per cent. at 
works. 

SUGAR OF LEAD.—The strong po- 
sition of the market is unaltered. The 
high price of lead, combined with a 


steady demand for the product, has 
created a_ strong. situation. Sellers 
quote white crystals at 15%c. per 


pound in casks or barrels, and l6c. in 
kegs. The white powdered grade is 
15%c. for casks or barrels, and 16c. per 


pound in kegs. White sugar of lead, 
broken, in barrels or casks, is 14\4c. 
per pound, or in kegs 14%c. per pound, 
and brown sugar of lead is held at 
13%c. per pound in barrels or casks. 
ACIDS. 
ACETIC.—An active export inquiry 


is reported for glacial acetic acid, and 
the market at present is in very lim- 
ited supply. The 28 per cent. test ie 
quoted at 5c. a pound on stock, ac- 
cording to quantity and seller. The 
56 per cent. is held at 10c, asked per 
pound, and the glacial 99 per cent. at 
32@35c. per pound.

Our Baltimore correspondent writes:— 


That imports of pyrites and the consequent 
manufacture of sulphuric acid on a brimstone 
basis have not stopped was shown by the ar- 
rival in Baltimore during the last week of two 
cargoes of pyrites, one being small, but the 
otner of exceptional proportions At the same 
time dit is to be said that the imports of 
pyrites do not attain a volume which woula 
hold out any hope of a general continuance 
of plants on a brimstone basis, and relatively 
high prices on acid are to be looked for. Dur- 
ing the week no imaterial changes in the quo- 
tations occurred, though the general tendency 
appears to be toward a higher level. With 
the outside requirements of acid very large, 
the acid works experience no difficulty in dis- 
posing of their production. In fact, they may 
be said to fall rather short of actual needs, 
and the pressure may be expected to increase 
with the approach of the time when the fer- 
tilizer factories must have acid.

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Trade Samples May Be Imported by 
Mail in Unsealed Parcels. 


Washington, June 1, 1917. 


By a decision rendered by the Treasury 
Department today trade samples may be 
isnported by ordinary mail in unsealed 
parcels. Notification of this action was 
given to collectors of customs as fol- 
lows:— 


From and after June 1, 1917, unsealed par- 
cels, registered and unregistered, containing 
trade samples intended solely for use in so- 
liciting orders for merchandise, may be im- 
ported in ordinary mails from foreign countries, 
subject to all customs duties and customs 
regulations, in the same manner as though im- 
ported by parcel post, express or freight. 

Such packages containing trade samples must 
be plainly marked abroad with the words 
**Trade samples of—(merchandise)—’’ and 
“subject to examination by United States cus- 
toms officers.’’ 

The importation in’ the ordinary mails of 
packages containing articles claimed to be sam- 


ples, but which are, in fact, small shipments 
sent on approval, larger shipments to follow 
if such articles meet the requirements of the

Fertilizer 


Saturday Noon, June 2, 1917. 


Reports from the South say there has 
been a good demand for cottonseed oil 
cake from the fertilizer trade. This 
material is quoted at $38.50 per ton for 
7 per cent f. o. b. Southern points, and 
is reported to be relatively cheap in 
comparison with other ammoniates. 
Demand for nitrate of soda from the 
fertilizer trade is not active, and some 
reports say that call for this material 
has become quiet. There is no change 

- in the position of sulphate of ammonia 
and the scarcity of stocks prevents any 
decline in prices. The potash salts are 
in fair demand, as far as low grades 
are concerned, but German muriate is 
moving slowly and consumers are not 
showing much interest at prevailing 
prices. More interest is taken in fish 
scrap as the fishing season approaches, 
but, with some of the largest vessels 
taken from the fishing fleet, the pros- 
pects for a large catch can be regarded 
favorably. Some changes are reported 
in the North, as one of the largest com- 
panies which operated last season has 
changed hands. The animal ammoni- 
ates are still commanding very high 
prices and the trend of values is still 
upward. Both dried blood and tankage 
are in limited supply and holders are 
not forced to take the initiative. Con- 
sumption of fertilizers is expected to 
show a good increase under the at- 
tempts which are made to increase the 
production of the agricultural sections, 
and, with an increased production of 
fertilizers, it is necessary to find a 
corresponding increase in the raw ma- 
terials, and this is a problem which 
now confronts the trade. For reports 
of the Baltimore, Chicago and Atlanta 
fertilizer markets refer to index on 
page 7. Detailed reports on the sepa- 
rate articles of the local markets fol- 
low :— 


NITROGEN FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Stocks of dried blood remain at a very 
low level and trading is necessarily re- 
stricted by the lack of offerings. With 
buyers realizing that they cannot take 
on stocks freely and with sellers not 
pressing matters, the question of prices 
is largely nominal. Advices from Chi- 
cago this week stated that no reliable 
prices for dried blood could be given, 
but that the tendency of prices was up- 
ward and that values were around $5.40 
per unit. High-grade tankage also is 
higher and is quoted at $5.25 and 10 
at Chicago. 

FISH SCRAP.—Interest in the trade 
centers in the preparations which are 
made for the coming season. It is too 
early to look for any results, but the 
season is now under way, with the num- 
ber of vessels reduced, and while this 
does not necessarily forecast a reduced 
catch it is more probable that this will 
be the case than to look for an increased 
supply from a smaller number of ves- 
sels. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Whi'e recent 
business in nitrate of soda is said to 
have involved large amounts, the mar- 
ket was reported as rather quiet during 
the interval. Prices are holding firm, 
with $4 per 100 pounds asked for spot 
and prompt. Primary markets are hold- 
ing steady, and while stocks are rather 
large on the West Coast, they are not 
depressing values, and it is expected 
that consumption will be so large that 
it will take up all offerings without per- 
mitting of accumulations. Reports 
from United Kingdom markets show 
that there have been some reports that 
the government would take control of 
stocks there, but this has not been done. 
Ocean freights from Chile to this coun- 
try are high and are a factor in keeping 
up prices for nitrate at delivered points. 
Some of the large factors in the trade 
are reported to regard nitrate as selling 
on an actual basis of supply and de- 
mand, and say that values have not 
been inflated. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—There 
is nothing new in the market for sul- 
phate of ammonia. Trading is slow 
with very little offered and prices are 
quoted as largely nominal. Export in- 
quiries involving large shipments 
monthly are said to have been in the 
market, but it is found by sellers that 
there is difficulty in securing material 
to take care of such inquiries. Pro- 
ducers are reported to be reserving 
stocks for the home trade. The prices 
asked for sulphate range from $5 to $6 
per 100 pounds, though it would be 
hard to find a seller who could offer 
much at the inside price, and most 
dealers in the local market are quoting 
$5.75 per 100 points and upwards. A 
report froff London says there is prac- 
tically no new feature to comment 
upon with regard to the situation in 
sulphate of ammonia. Exports to all 
destinations remain under total pro- 
hibition, and export prices are there- 
fore only nominal. They are still

maintained, however, by all the best 
houses, and at the present time a 
pretty reliable figure is £19 per ton for 
May delivery and £19 5s. for June, less 
21%, per cent. for greyish, yellowish or 
brownish 241% per cent. quality, f. 0. b. 
Liverpool in double bags. It is now 
believed that when exports are re- 
sumed they will be limited to our 
allies, and to only a certain proportion 
of their requirements. The chances 
are that every kind of fertilizer will 
be conserved now for home consump- 
tion in this country during the war, 
while at the same time production will 
be stimulated to the greatest possible 
extent. Certain difficulties stand in 
the way of this latter progressive 
movement, but more fertilizer is badly 
wanted here if prices are to tbe kept 
within reasonable range. At present 
the demand for sulphate of ammonia 
for farmers here is very strong, and 
is expected to last well to the end of 
June. When exports are resumed 
America will certainly like to take all 
she can get, even at the high prices 
she will have to pay for the material 
when freights are taken into account. 


PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—Two cargoes 
of foreign pyrites are said to have 
reached Baltimore in the week, but the 
use of brimstone in making sulphuric 
acid is said to be increasing and the 
future supply of pyrites is in doubt. 
With the cost of producing sulphuric 
acid going up by the substitution of 
brimstone for pyrites, the effects on 
acid phosphate are easily seen. Prices 
for the latter were again higher dur- 
ing the interval and sellers are quot- 
ing $14.50@15.50 per ton. Stocks . of 
acid phosphate are comparatively light, 
and this serves to strengthen the mar- 
ket still more. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—Owing to the 
increased consumption of fertilizers 
which is looked for, it is expected that 
domestic consumers of phosphate rock 
will take more than usual, and this is 
promising for the industry. The ex- 
port trade, however, is at a standstill, 
and there is no improvement in sight 
for some time to come. Hence con- 
sumption can not be large enough to 
take up the production, and either the 
mines must operate at less than capac- 
ity or stocks must accumulate. Prices 
for rock are steady at:—Florida land 
pebble, $2@2.35, f. o. b. Port Tampa; 
South Carolina kiln dried, $3.50@3.75, 
f. o. b. Ashley River; Florida high- 
grade rock, 77 per cent., $5.25@6, f. o. b. 
Florida ports; Tennessee rock, 70 to 
80 per cent., $6@6.50, f. o. b. Mount 
Pleasant; 15 per cent. granulated, $4 
@5, and 68 to 72 per cent., $4.25@4.50. 


POTASH SALTS. 


Demand for muriate of potash is 
quiet and the fertilizer trade is not 
showing interest. Chemical manufac- 
turers are also out of the market and 
offers were noted during the period on 
a basis of $390 per ton. Some potash 
produced in the West is reported to 
have sold in the South at $5@6 per unit 
of potash. A report from abroad says 
that there is considerable speculation 
regarding the potash deposits in 
Alsace, as the French are figuring on 
getting possession of them, 


CHICAGO. 


Chicago, May 29, 1917. 

There has been little change in the local 
ammoniate market since the last report. No 
great volume cf business has been reported, 
but prices have advanced steadily and stocks 
well depleted. In view of 
the constantly advancing prices, there is no 
telling to what heights prices will go. There 
is considerable inquiry coming from the Pa- 
cific coast fertilizer manufacturers and also 
from the Northern fertilizer mancfacturers. 
There is a wild scramble for goods and there 
will not be enough to go around, On the 
whole, the market is rather quiet. The fea- 
ture of the past week was a bid of $5 per 
unit for one year’s contract. 

HIGH GRADE GROUND TANKAGE.—This 
commodity has sold up to $5.20 and $10, f. 0. u 
Chicago, Stocks are light, as usual, and the 
demand seems to be far in excess of the 
supply. 

HIGH GRADE GROUND  BLOOD.—This 
commodity has practically eliminated itself 
from the market and the buyers closely watch 
all production, This commodity has sold up 
to $5.30 per unit, f. o. b. Chicago. There 
seems to be nothing to stop this commodity 
from going up to $6 per unit. This is be- 
cause blood is the highest grade animal am- 
moniate and is used extensively in digester 
hog tankage, which is now bringing $7@8 per 
unit of ammonia, 

HIGH GRADE CRUSHED TANKAGE.—In 
addition to the contract bid price of $5 per 
unit of ammonia which we have noted above, 
there have been several fancy bids in the 
market, These have forced crushed tankage 
up on an even plane with ground tankage, 
namely, $5.20 and $10, which is the prevailing 
price for prompt shipment.

GARBAGH TANKAGE.— This commodity

The Georgia fertilizer material market pre- 
Sents some unusual features in that there is a 
scramble for ammoniates, far ahead of the 
usual time of buying on account of the belief 
that they are going to be very scarce. _Exten- 
sive purchases of cottonseed meal have run the 
7 per cent. product up to $38.50 Atlanta, On 
this basis ($36 bulk) it is figured at $5 per 
unit, plus the phosphate; and manufacturers 
believe even at this figure meal is the cheapest 
thing they can buy. Almost every one who had 
any cyanamid, nitrate of soda or sulphate of 
ammonia has sold it out. Blood and tankage 
are way up, with little offering; fish guano 
and sulphate of ammonia are purely nominal; 
eyanamid has been sold out up to January 
and no prices are made. Current quotations

BALTIMORE. 


Baltimore, May 31, 1917. 


The developments of the past week in the 
fertilizer trade have only served to confirm 
the tendencies previously manifested in a fur- 
ther marking up of the figures on crude stocks 
and have driven home the conviction that a 
continuance of high prices or yet more ad- 
vanced quotations may be looked for. With the 
government endeavoring to stimulate crop pro- 
duction and calling upon the farmers to in- 
crease their acreage, in addition to trying to 
recruit an army of agricultural workers, it 
seems peculiar that not more attention is being 
paid to the censervation of fertilizer materials; 
and yet it would seem to be ini this direction 
that efforts must take to relieve the country 
from the possibility of a serious food shortage. 
It appears to be well established that at least 
some of the crude materials used in the manu- 
facture of fertilizer mixtures would be con- 
siderably lower but for the diversion into other 
channels that has taken place, a diversion made 
possible by the rise in the price of meat ani- 
mals, especially hogs. Common prudence and 
ordinary prevision would appear to require that 
such diversion be stopped in order that an ade- 
atate supply of fertilizer materials at reason- 
able prices may be available. Unless this is 
done there is every prospect that the prices of 
such materials: will go very much higher as a 
result of a shortage, which cannot fail to 
make the problem of raising enough food for 
he nation far graver than it is. Low-priced 
food is ene of the most effective means that 
can Ke found to keep the people in a fair state 
of contentment, Let this problem of alimenta- 
tion once become really difficult, and those in- 
fluences chat are engaged in an endeavor to 
bring about a most aggressive prosecution of 
the war wil! find their task vastly complicated. 
The fertilizer trade, therefore, seems entitled to 
the greatest consideration, for it constitutes one 
of the principal media for solving the question 
of keeping the masses measurably satisfied. 
As matters look now, a further rise in the quo- 
tations on perhaps all of the materials in 
genera] use is to be loaked for, With various 
materials either taken out of the market or 
greatly reduced in point of quantity, the bur- 
den thrown upon the others is such that an 
adequate supplying of the manufacturers of 
mixtures cannot well be maintained. The 
manufacturers, therefore, are confronted by the 
necessity of weakening their mixtures in those 
elements most desired in fertilizers. The situa- 
tion continues to be such that the demand for 
mixtures would keep up if the manufacturers 
were at all disposed to hook orders on anything 
like the spring basis. The factories, however, 
find it impossible to do this. Having furnished 
the goods which could well be charged to the 
account of the last season. they are compelled 
to revise their lists, which, of course, causes 
hesitation among the buyers of mixtures. The 
menufacturers, for that matter, had provoca- 
tion enough to mark up their figures before, 
as they were already forced to pay more for 
their materials; but as the materials actually 
supplied to the trade had cost them only a 
certain price, they were disposed to take or- 
ders on the old basis as long as these sup- 
plies lasted Now that they are working on 
account of a new season tha@ situation is dif- 
ferent, and the buyers of mixtures may there-

TANKAGE.—The quotations on tankage have 
taken another big jump during the last week, 
which bring the latest quotations up to not 
less than $5.52% and 10 for 11 and 15 high 
rrade ground tankage, c. a. f. basis Baltimore. 
This figure is unheard of and marks a record 
far above anything that has ever occurred be- 
fore. Of course, it is not the requirements of 
the fertilizer trade that have sent the quota- 
tions to this level, but the diversion of this 
erganic ammoniate to other purposes. Unless 
the diversion is stonned, it is entirely probable 
that tankage will become so high as to cause 
extensive elimination from the list of fertil- 
izer materials Such outcome would have 
already become a certainty but for the fact 
that a general scarcity of crude materials pre- 
vails, so that it is not easy to disregard a 
substance that has been so largely used as 
tankage. With the quotations where they are, 
it is inevitable that the manufacturers of mix- 














tures should mark up their figures when it 
comes to shipping out the products of the 
factories, unless meanwhile a cheaper substi- 
tute should be found, which appears to be out 
of the question. 

BLOOD.—Along with tankage, blood has 
climbed still higher, being held at the same 
figure as the other amimoniate, although its 
area of distribution may be regarded as of 
smaller compass. That blood does not rule 
ibove tankage may be charged solely to this 
latter circumstance, for, under ordinary condl- 
tions, it commands a better price on account 
of the smaller production. With blood at 
$5.524% c a f. basis Baltimore, the buyers 
will be disposed to hold back in the hope that 
ymething will occur to ease the situation and 
bring about a Jowering of the quotations. This 
hope, to be sure, does not assume very distinct 
form and cannot be said to have any sub- 
stantial basis, 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The shifting of the 
wid factories from pyrites to a brimstone base, 
with the resultant higher price of acid, has 
been still further reflected during the week in 
1 marking up of the quotations on acid phos- 
which are now at $14.50 for 14 per cent. 
and $15.50 for 16 per cent. stocks. All of the 
factorie appear to have enough orders in 
hand to*keep them as busy as circumstances 
will permit, and there have been no consider- 
able accumulations of stocks so far. Unless 
such an accumulation should occur between 
now and the time for the next shipping season 
to begin, thete is a very plain prospect of the 
range of acid phosphate values going stil) 
higher 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The quotations on 
nitrate of soda have remained at a fixed level 
for some weeks now, perhaps for the reason, 
as far as the fertilizer trade is concerned, 
that the buyers have no urgent needs to take 
care of now and can afford to wait at least 
for a time ‘or the present the price asked 
on nitrate is $4 for spot and futures, which 
suggests that the sellers feel very confident 
as to what may occur several months from 
now, and expect nothing to occur that might 
cause a recession in the market. With the 
ocean-going tonnage growing smaller and 
smaller, the conditions under which nitrate of 
soda is brought in have not become easier, 
and freight rates especially may be expected to 
rule high 

SULPHATE OF AMMONTIA.—With no vi 
ible stocks of sulphate of ammonia on the 
arket, and with futures entirely absent, there 
is really no definite price for this material. 
The old figure of $5.50 will do about as well 
as anything else. There seems to be no pros- 
pect of material additions to the stocks avail- 
able within the next months, and the business 
in this division of the trade is of insignificant 
proportions 
FISH SCRAP.—With the menhaden steamers 
getting ready to go out on ‘the fishing grounds 
in the Lower Chesapeake Bay and the formai 
opening of the fishing season only a few days 
off, interest in scrap will presently become 
active. So far no stocks of scrap for future 
lelivery have been offered, and the conditions 
under which this industry may be expected to 
go on during the season are entirely conjectu- 
ral It is hoped, however, that while the 
number of vessels to engage in operations is 
much reduced, the catch per véssel will be 
much larger than last year. The quotations 
on other ammoniates hold out a tempting pros- 
pect for the fish factories, which ought to 
realize liberal margins of profit. 

BONE.—The high prices of other animal an 
moniates have given bone its opportunity, and 
this material is receiving more attention than 
was accorded it for some time. While stocks 
were never very large, the movement remained 
slow unti! recent weeks, when the continued 
rise in crude stocks generally directed notice 
io anything that might be obtainable at some- 
thine under the other prices. (Hence bone has 
shown considerable activity of late, the first 
effect of this activity being the noted advance 
of 4% and 50 ground raw bone to $35 and of 

and fhO ground steamed bone to $30. There 
is « possibility or even a probability that this 
figure will be exceeded before long, as the in- 
terest buyers in crude materials of all 
kinds is likely to be relatively active all the 
summer. Inquiries are certain to be more

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MENHADEN FLEET, 31. 


Chesapeake Bay Fishermen Now on 


Basis of Season of 1917. 


Baltimore, June 1, 1917. 

With the opening of the menhaden sea- 
son only a few days off, it has been defi- 
nitely settled that the fleet actually on 
the grounds in the lower Chesapeake 
Bay this year will comprise 31 steamers. 
Further withdrawals by the government, 
as far as can be learned, are not con- 
tempiated, the only change from the pro- 
gram already announced being the out- 
right purchase of the Otis W. Douglas, 
of the Douglas Company, and the Philip 
Ik. Bauman, of the Douglas Company, 
for $110,000 each. These two steamers haa 
been chartered before. The vessels taken 
over by the government are of the larger 
type, which have been used in fishing 
operations along the coast outside the 
capes, and which are equipped with 
powerful engines, the purpose evidently 
being to use them for patrol duty or in 
the transport service. 

As for the remaining craft, it is estt- 
mated by persons familiar with the men- 
haden industry that they are likely to 
increase their respective catches suffici- 
ently to make up in large part for the 
elimination from the fleet of the vessels 
taken over by the government. It has 
been found by experience that the size 
of the catch is not always proportionate 
to the number of steamers engaged in 
fishing. With many vessels out, the 
schools of menhaden are so often dis- 
turbed that they apparently become 
frightened and go to some other localities 
or seek deeper waters. As a matter of 
fact the additions made to the men- 
haden fleet year befort last failed en- 
tirely to swell the catch, the fish being 
decidedy searce, and this resulted in the 
disposal of some of the steamers after 
the close of the season. 

At the conference of representatives of 
the government and members of the fish- 
ing companies, held at Norfolk May 23, 
further withdrawals of vessels were not 
decided upon, the fleet being left as it 
was.

The tone of the general market for 
securities was steady during the past 
week. The tendency was upward, and 
specialties record sharp net gains. A 
broader demand has developed for the 
better class of securities, and investment 
buying has progressed steadily.

Imported goods are 
affec.ed by the lack ot tonnage and by 
otner difneulties which surround the 
import trade. Some domestic goods 
are bringing high prices because stocks 
are reduced and because of the higher 
producing costs. The tin market is 
strong and this has a direct bearing 
on the tin products, and sellers of tin 
crystals are firm in their views, and 
the same holds true of bichloride of 
tin. Starches and dextrines have been 
featured for some time by the rising 
tendency of prices, Aniline oil and 
salt are offered in different quarters 
and prices are easier, though some 
membes of the trade are looking for 
higher prices. Prussiates are not of- 
fered freely in the spot market, and 
this applies to soda as well as to pot- 
ash. Castor oil is selling far above 
normal levels, and this is shown in the 
prices asked for turkey red oil. The 
yarious extracts are not varying much 
in price and are not featured in any 
way at present. Detailed reports on 
the separate items of the local market 
follow: 

ACETATE OF SODA.—The market 
has been holding a fairly steady posi- 
tion, with the general asking price 
established at 944c, per pound for large 
quantities. Smaller amounts bring 
higher prices accordingly. Demand is 
not active, and stocks are reported to 
be ample for all needs. 

ALBUMEN.—Prime Chinese hen egg 
albumen is in limited supply on spot 
and it was difficult in the latter part 
of the week to find any offers under 
98c. per pound. Some sellers are not 
able to take spot business, but are 
quoting on shipments. Some goods 
now on the way are quoted at 95c. per 
pound. For later shipments’ these 
prices can shaded materially. . 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—While 
some of the producers of aniline oil 
are quoting 3lc. per pound as an in- 
side price and report the market in a 
strong position, there were sellers dur- 
ing the week at different prices under 
the 3lc. Jevel. Resale lots were in evi- 
dnce and selling pressure gave an easy 
appearance to the market. Some goods 
are said to have changed hands at 29c. 
per pound and offers were rather free 
at 30c. per pound. Aniline salt did not 
vary much in price, and the lowest 
price openly quoted was on a basis of 
34c. per pound, and some sellers were 
holding out for still higher prices, 

BICHROMATES. — Offerings of bi- 
chromate of soda in the spot market 
are better controlled and values are 
established on a more stable basis. 
The prices quoted still show a range 
according to seller, but the pressure 
which was noted a short time ago is 
not now in evidence. The lowest price 
heard during the interval was 15%éc. 
per pound, and the market ranges 
from that figure up to 17c. per pound. 
Demand is not active, but some large
